A VIVIAN — Jordan has been a target of 
subversive activities which were successfully 
aborted by the Kingdom’s security organs, 
but the country still faces threats to its sec- 
urity, necessitating strong counter- 
measures, Prime Minister Ahmad 4 Obeidat 
said Tuesday. 


Addressing the Lower House of 
Parliament in its last ordinary ses- 
sion this lor n, the prime ninisier 
revealed that hardly a week passes 
by without the Jordanian security 
forces finding weapons or exp- 
losives that have been smuggled in 
or stashed away to be used against 
government and public ins- 
titutions. 

Mr. "Obeidat disclosed that the 
government has discovered sev- 
eral secretly organised cells that 
aim at "carrying out subversive 
activities” and has also aborted 
assassination plots against leading 
Jordanian political personalities. 
He did not reveal the names of the 
political targeted personalities, 
but said that "under the current 
circu nstances the government 
cannot afford not to apply strict 
security measures to protect the 
well-being of the citizens anJ the 
country.”

Israeli presence at Moroccan 
meeting sparks political storm 


RIYADH (Agencies) — Saudi 
Arabia, as well as Kuwait, denied 
reports Tuesday that they had 
agreed io Morocco's invitation ol 
an Israeli delegation to Rabat. 

An Israeli Knesset member had 
been quoted in Israel as saying he 
was certain King Hassan II would 
not have invited the delegation 
unless he had secured prior app- 
roval from Saudi Arabia and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

To this, a Saudi Information 
Ministry official announced the 
kingdom had" no knowledge wha- 
tsoever about the visit except thr- 
ough the news wire services.” 
The official categorically denied 
that the kingdom had any prior 
contact with any source in that 
connection, the Saudi Press Age- 
ncy reported. 

It quoted the spokesman as aff- 
irming the kingdom's policy on the 
Palestinian problem called for a 
withdrawal of Israel from all ter- 
ritories occupied in 1967 inc- 
luding Jerusalem. and a return ol 
the. Palestinian people to their 
land with their right to self- 
determination. 

The Jewish conference in Rabat 
was opened Sunday by Moroccan 
Interior Minister Idriss Al Basri 
with .the participation or an Israeli 
40-member official delegation led 
by former Religious Affairs Min- 
ister Aharon Abuhaizeira. 


The conference was the bi- 
annual meeting of the Moroccan 
Jewish communities council which 
represents the 16.000 Jews rem- 
aining in the country after the 
emigration of over 200.000 since 
1956. most of them to Israel. 

The conference was addressed 
by members of the Moroccan gov- 
ernment. Crown Prince Lidi Moh- 
ammad and Prime Minister Karim 
Amran were the guests of honour 
at the session's final banquet 
Monday night. Israeli newspapers 
reported from Rabat. 

The afternoon Israeli paper 
Yediot Aharonot quoted Mor- 
occan Minister of State Moh- 
ammad Bouceita as also saying 
the Moroccan government had 
informed PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat about the invitation to the 
Israeli delegation. 

Israeli contentions 

Israeli newspapers said that 
King Hassan was prepared to act 
as a mediator between Israel and 
the Palestinians in a renewal of the 
Middle East peace process. 

Hanna Zemer. editor of the 
left-wing daily Davar. quoted 
Minister of State Ahmad Alawi as 
saying ** peace needs two sides. 
But it needs a third side to push 
the two... and the two must let 
themselves be pushed.” 

Yediot also quoted Mr. Alawi 


as saying “Israel and the Pal- 
estinians must talk to each other. 
King Hassan is ready to help both 
sides.” 

It quoteJ Yossi SariJ. a Labour 
Party member of the Knesset, as 
saying "there is no doubt that a 
political gauntlet was thrown 
down in Rabat. If we want to pick 
up the gauntlet, wc must bcnJ 
down. Everyone must bend down 
a liule in order to achieve peace — 
them and us. the Arabs and the 
Israelis.” 

Mr. Sarid said he favoured neg- 
otiations between Israel and the 
PLO ”on condition that there is 
mutual and simultaneous rec- 
ognition of each side's right to 
exist as a state. Israel should then 
consider the Palestinians as leg- 
itimate partners in peace talks.” 

The Israeli delegation’s visit 
had no specific political aim but 
was a "tentative step towards 
peace in the Middle EasL by pro- 
moting a direct dialogue between 
Arabs and Jews.” he said. 

Morocco is a member of the 
Arab League and technically at 
war with Israel. But King Hassan 
has been active for many years in 
trying to bring Israel and the 
Arabs closer together. 

Mr. Sarid said he believed King

Schools protest Beirut shelling 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Schools 
in mainly Christian east Beirut 
and nearby mountain areas closed 
down indefinitely Tuesday in pro- 
test. at ihc shelling which killed 
one schoolboy and wounded 20 of 
his classmates Monday. 

Three children were killed Tue- 
sday while playing with an une- 
xploded artillery shell in a west 
Beirut neighbourhood. 

The three children were killed 
instantly as one of them played 
with an uncxplodcd lO-miUimeire 
artillery shell in predominantly 
Muslim west Beirut. Police said 
they could not identify the three, 
whose ages ranged between eight 
and 12. 

A statement from the teachers' 
bureau of the mainly Christian 
Falangist Party, which controls the 
eastern sector, said classes would 
stop until further notice. It called 


on the government to take a 
strong line against truce vio- 
lations. 

In west Beirut many parents 
kept their children at home for 
fear ihc Falangist-dominated- 
•'Lebanese Forces” militia would 
cany out a threat in retaliate if any 
more shells hit the eastern sector. 

In the event the "green line" 
down the centre of the divided 
capital was quiet except for spo- 
radic sniping between the rival 
forces — the army and the ” Leb- 
anese Forces* in the cast. Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) and 
Shfiie Muslim forces in the west. 

The country’s new prime min- 
ister. veteran Sunni Muslim pol- 
itician Rashid Karaml met Pre- 
sident Amin Gemaycl in the hill 
suburb of Baabda to prepare for 
Wednesday's cabinet meeting, 
which is expected to endorse a 


government programme app- 
roved by a committee of four min- 
isters Monday. 

Details of the programme have 
not been released but Reuter quo- 
ted political sources as saying it 
covered the Israeli occupation of 
South Lebanon and Muslim dem- 
ands for substantial changes in the 
system by which power is divided 
along sectarian lines. 

The sources said the relative 
ease with which the committee 
drew up a concerted programme 
had helped to restore public con- 
fidence in the two-wcek-old gov- 
ernment of national unity. 

The government suffered a ser- 
ious blow m its credibility last 
weekend when the ministers failed 
to prevent their private armies 
from shelling areas held by their 
rivals, killing at least IK people 
and wounding about K0. 


Iraq says 
Iranians 
attacked 
Kuwaiti 
oil vessels 

BAGHDAD (Agencies] — Iraq 
accused Iran on Tuesday of att- 
acking two Kuwaiti ofl tankers in 
the Gulf Sunday and Tuesday, say- 
ing H was an effort to disturb rel- 
ations between Arab states. 

The state-controlled Arabic- 
language daily oewspaper Al Iraq, 
said in an editorial that such an 
attack would “serve the strategic 
Iranian goal of disrupting the 
Gulfs security.’' 

The Kuwaiti government-owned 
oil tanker Bah rah was bit by two 
rockets from an unidentified jet- 
fighter Monday while sailing to 
Kuwait across the Gulf waters. 
The Kuwaiti tanker Umm Casbah 
came under a similar attack some 
30 hours earlier in the Gulf. 

Iraq has claimed responsibility 
for attacking ships bound for Ira- 
nian ports in the Gulf region, esp- 
ecially the strategic Iranian oil 
terminal or Kharg Island, with the 
objective of imposing a “sea blo- 
ckade” on its 44-month Gulf war 
enemy. But Iraq denied they were 
responsible for this week’s attacks 
on the Kuwaiti tankers. 

“We think Iran was behind the 
attacks because it aims at harming 
relations among Arab Gulf cou- 
ntries. thus achieving its strategic 
goal of undermining security in the 
Gulf region." Al Iraq said Tue- 
sday. 

The newspaper repeated denials 
from Baghdad that Iraq had any 
aircraft or naval craft in action at 
the time of the two attacks and 
asked “if the unidentified air- 
craft... did not come from Iran, 
where else did they come from?” 

The Panamanian-flag Esp- 
eranza 2 and the Iranian- 
registered Tabriz, were ablaze 
Tuesday south of Kharg, in the 
zone where marine Tire- Fighters 
were already battling fire aboard 
Ihe Saudi-registered Al Abood. hit 
by a missile on May 7. 

In a separate incident, the Kuw- 
aiti tanker Umm Casbah was hit 
Sunday morning in a missile att- 
ack. Investigation teams were 
examining the vessel, which was 
not on fire, anchored off Bahrain. 

The attacks bring to five the 
number of tankers struck by mis- 
siles in the Gulf in three weeks. 


Kuwaiti parliament urges stern 
action against tanker attacks 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — The 
Kuwaiti parliament on Tuesday 
denounced an unidentified power 
— believed to be Iran — for att- 
acking two Kuwaiti oil (ankers in 
(he Gulf waters, prodding (he 
government in take firm action 
and proiect ihe country's security 
and interests. 

The cabinet of ministers was 
meanwhile in an emergency ses- 
sion reviewing the incidents and 
deliberating the feasibility of con- 
fronting the attacks. 

"These are attacks on Kuwait 
and its people, unquestionably 
constituting a violation of all int- 
ernational laws and traditions on 
freedom of navigation.” saiJ the 
5 5- man National Assembly (par- 
liament) in a statement after a 
three-hour closed-Joor meeting. 

The statement insisted that the 
attacks on the tankers occurred 
"outside the exclusion zone.” an 
3rca 50-nauiical miles around the 
Iranian Kharg Island oil shipping 
terminal. 

Iranian President Ali Khamenei 
nn Friday threatened to block 
Gulf nil tanker routes if its Gulf 
war foe «I raq continued to attack 
tankers near Kharg. 

The Iraqis have said they used 
both French-built Super EtcndarJ 
warplanes and Exocct missiles in 


attacks on oil tankers near Kharg 
since April 25. 

The 1 S.tH 2-ton Bahrah was 
attacked Monday well outside the 
zone that Iraq has barred to shi- 
pping. 

Fire which broke out on boarJ 
was rapidly extinguished, but the 
Bahrah' s owners reported it was 
badly damaged with a massive 
hole in the starboard side. 

The Kuwaiti-owned 5 5. 620-ton 
Umm Casbah had been hit earlier 
in a nissilc attack, but it was not 
seriously damaged. 

Shipping sources saiJ Monday 
that the Panamanian-flag cargo 
ship Espcranza 2 and the Iranian- 
registered 41.440 tanker Tabriz 
were on fire south of Kharg. Iran's 
main oil terminal. 

This was in the zone where res- 
cue teams were already battling a 
blaze aboard the Saudi- registered 
5N.277 tanker Al AhooJ. hit by a 
missile a week ago. 

Saudis debate attacks 

The SauJi Arabian government 
also discussed this latest threat to 
Gulf shipping in an overnight ses- 
sion. and the issue was expected to 
figure prominently when Saudi 
Defence Minister Prince Sultan 
Ibn Abdul Aziz arrived here later 
in the day.

Mr. Shaer gave no other details 
and his statement made no men- 
tion of two Saudi-owned tankers 
which were hit in the Gull on April 
25 and May 7 alter loading at 
Kharg Island. 

Speculation 

Speculation in Kuwait that the 
two Kuwaiti tankers were att- 
acked by Iranian rather than Iraqi 
warplanes was led bv the Kuwaiti 
press Monday. 

One newspaper raised the pos- 
sibility that the United States was 
behind the attack with the aim ol 
inter Icring in the Gull region.

TEL AVJV (R) — An Israeli sus- 
pected of belonging to an anti- 
Arab Jewish terrorist und- 
erground in the occupied West 
Bank was quoted T uesday as say- 
ing the group planned to bomb a 
Palestinian university north of 
Jerusalem. 

State radio said the man. who 
was not identified, told relatives 
that bombs discovered on six Arab 
buses last month were intended 
for an attack on Birzcii Uni- 
versity. One of the devices was to 
be detonated by remote control 
when the bus carrying it passed the 
university, which is a centre of 
Palestinian nationalism. 

The man was quoted as saying 
the attackers planned to notify the 
authorities about the bombs on 
the other buses. 

About 30 Israelis, including 
Rabbi Moshc Lcvingcr. leader of 
the Gush Emunim (bloc of the fai- 


thful) settlement movement, are 
being questioned about inv- 
olvement in the underground. 

A Jerusalem magistrate was to 
rule later Tuesday on whether to 
extend a detention of Rabbi Le'- 
inger and other suspects, including 
the rabbi's son-in-law. 

The authorities have i - iij»oscJ a 
news blackout on the investigation 
and have prevented publication ol 
other suspects' names. 

Several ol those arrested have 
admiticJ carrying out an attack 
last summer on Hebron's Islamic 
College in which four Palestinian 
students wore killed and 30 others 
wounded by gunmen who ran thr- 
ough the campus firing auto natic 
weapons and throwing hand gre- 
nades. 

At least one of the suspects has 
re-enacted for police t he 1 9N0 car 
bomb attacks on three West Bank 
Arab mayors. 


Bush arrives

ISLAMABAD. Pakistan (API — 
U.S. Vice-President George Bush 
arrived Tuesday I rum India for a 
four-day visit to Pakistan. 

Mr. Bush is the highest ranking 
American to v isit Pakistan since 
then President Richard Nixon 
came in 1969. 

Before leaving India lor Pak- 
istan. Mr. Bush told a news con- 
ference here he would not discuss 
U.S. arms sales with the Isl- 
amabad government. 

He leaves Friday lor Oman, the 
last stop ol his lour.

AMMAN ( Petra) — The Council of Arab Economic 
Unity (CAEU) Tuesday dismissed reports that Kuw- 
ait does not want to renew its financial obligations 
towards the council and that another unidentified 
state requested its financial obligations be con- 
sidered as a debt. 


Thv.* same sources expressed 
their regret over such a news item 
which was published in a weekly 
newspaper, saying that Kuwait 
was from the first pioneers who 
contributed to establishing this 
council and supported its act- 
ivities. 

The Kuwaiti delegation, the 
sources said, played an active role 
in presenting constructive pro- 
posals to strengthen the works of 
the CAEU. during the recent 
meetings of the council's working 
group. 

Scopes of co-operation and 


cn-ordination between the council 
and the Arab Organisation for 
Industrial Development (AOID) 
were reviewed Tuesday during a 
meeting between the CAEUs 
Secretary General Mahdi A1 Obe- 
idi and Mr. Hatem Abdul Rashid, 
director general of AOID. the 
Jordanian News Agency. Petra, 
said. 

Mr. Obeidi and Mr. Abdul Ras- 
hid stressed the importance of the 
programmes and projects of the 
Arab industrial co-ordination and 
the benefits which might be ach- 
ieved once the integrated dev- 


elopmental projects are imp- 
lemented. 

The talks which took place at 
the CAEU's headquarters in 
Amman dealt with issues of int- 
erest to the specialised Arab fed- 
erations in the industrial sector 
and the necessity to activate their 
roles, to enable them to create fur- 
ther correlation in the various 
productive sectors. Petra added. 

Mr. Abdul Rashid expressed his 
appreciation for the CAEU” s eff- 
orts to enhance Arab economic 
integration, and paid tribute to its 
level and achievements on the 
joint Arab economic work and its 
contribution to the Arab eco- 
nomic unity. 

The Amman based council is an 
Arab League affiliate involving 
Arab states in activities to enh- 
ance economic development in 
the Arab World. 


Turkish scholars urge more democracy 


ANKARA 4 API — A group of 
f 1.200 Turkish intellectuals and 
f artisison Tuesday petitioned gov- 
ernment leaders to end human 
rights violations and restrictions 
on democracy in Turkey. 

The petition, presented to Pre- 
sident Kenan Evron and Par- 
liament Speaker Necnictlin Kar- 
aduinjn. was the first public cri- 
ticism by a large number of Tur- 
kish intellectuals of restrictions 
imposed on the country after the 
I dXi.i military coup. 

Specifically, the petition asked 
for an end to torture of prisoners, 
a general amnesty and abolition of 
the death penalty. 

It also called lor lifting of res- 
trictions on free Jo m of exp- 
ression and of the press, and for 
granting all sectors of society the 
right to participate in the political 
process. 

The petition made no direct rel- 
e re nee to Turkey's new con- 
stitution approved in a |UK2 nat- 
ionwide referendum. 

But the demands specified in 
the petition amounted to a call for 
extensive amendement of the con- 
stitution which has brought res- 


trictions on the press, barred lab- 
our unions and associations from 
having any affiliation with pol- 
itical parties and muffled aca- 
demic freedoms in universities. 

The signatories included pro- 
minent movie stars and directors, 
theatre actors and actresses, nov- 
elists. poets, journalists, arc- 
hitects. engineers, medical doctors 
and university professors. 

The petition was delivered to 
Gen. Evren's Cankaya Palace by 
tive representatives of the group. 

A group spokesman, medical 
professor Husnu Goksel. told 
reporters that “this is a spo- 
ntaneous action. We do not rep- 
resent any organisation." He said 
another copy of the petition was 
delivered to Mr. Karaduman. spe- 
aker of Turkey's one-house par- 
liament. 

The petition said: "Turkey is 
experiencing one of her gravest 
crises one from which she has not 
yet recovered." 

It added that Turkish int- 
ellectuals as well as all sectors of 
the society bear a responsibility 
lor this state of affairs. 

Turkey formally returned to 


parliamentary democracy last 
November with general elections 
after three years of military rule. 

But martial law remains in force 
in most of the country and the con- 
stitution bans pre-coup political 
parties and forbids former pol- 
iticians from holding office or 
making political statements for 1 0 
years. 

Newspapers are also frequently 
suspended from publication by 
martial law authorities because of 
political comments or criticisms. 

The military takeover of 19S0 
was prompted chiefly by wid- 
espread political terrorism. At the 
time extreme rightist and leftist 
clashes and assassinations were 
claiming 20 lives daily. 

A martial law crackdown in the 
past three and a half years has 
imprisoned 25.000 suspected ter- 
rorists and their alleged sym- 
pathisers. Twenty-eight people 
convicted of political killings have 
been executed by hanging. 

European critics have charged 
that the harsh law and order mea- 
sures resulted in torture and mis- 
treatment of prisoners in Turkey's 
military prisons. 


French discuss Iraq oil contract renewal 


PARIS! R) — France's two major 
oil companies have begun neg- 
otiations w ith Iraq on the renewal 
of an oil supply contract that last 
year allowed Iraq to overcome 
severe financial problems ste- 
mming trom its war with Iran, ind- 
ustry and government sources said 
Monday. 

Bui ihe French government, 
which signed the initial contract 
for lour million tonnes ol oil a year 
despite opposition from the 
si. lie -co n i rolled companies Elf 
Aquitaine and Total, will leave a 
decision on renewal to ihe oil 
companies, the sources told Reu- 
ters, 

The two governments agreed to 
lo ihe oil contract in May f uR3 as 
part of a settlement ol outstanding 
debts to France, then estimated m 
two billion, with much «iT it owed 
fur arms purchased for use in the 
war. 


Th£*qucees said talks between 
Elf And Total, and between Iraq 
and the two companies, have 
taken place in recent weeks. 

No agreement has been con- 
cluded and Elf and Total are ins- 
isting a renewal of the contract be 
negotiated "on purely industrial 
terms.” one industry source said. 

The I u.x3 agreement forced the 
companies to lake 45.000 of 

80.000 barrels a day of Iraqi oil at 
the official Iraqi price of 52V.43 a 
barrel when spot prices were 
about a dollar a barrel lower, ind- 
ustry sources said ai ihe lime. 

The remaining 35.000 barrels 
per day were purchased at spot 
prices, they added. 

Official sources made it clear 
that barring a sharp deterioration 
in Iraq's position, the government 
does not plan to impose a renewal 
of the contract on Elf and Total. 

In addition to the companies' 


resistance lo an extension of whai 
they consider unfavourable con- 
ditions. the French Government 
sees Iraq’s finances "improving 
little by little." 

It also expects Baghdad* s fin- 
ances to improve by the end of the 
year if. as expected, oil exports 
through a Turkish pipeline inc- 
rease from the current 700.000 to 

800.000 barrels a day. 

Total and Elf declined to com- 
ment on the talks and several gov- 
ernment sources said the matter 
was “too delicate" to discuss. 

France is Iraq's second largest 
arms supplier after the Soviet 
Union and has been its leading 
Western supporter throughout the 
tour-year war with Iran. 

In addition to the oil contract. 
France agreed to refinance Iraqi 
debts totalling about 12 billion 
francs (SI .4 billion) since last 
Mav. 


Junblatt 
calls for 
dismissal of 
army chief 


BEIRUT (API — Druze leader 
Walid Junblatt was quoted Tue- 
sday as calling for a prohibition 
against artillery attacks on res- 
idential neighbourhoods and rep- 
lacement of Lebanon's current 
army commander within one 
week. 

"Shelling attacks on population 
centres should stop." Mr. Junblatt 
was quoted as saying in the Beirut 
newspaper As Safir. "If we can't 
stop fighting altogether, then let s 
fight only on the front lines. Let us 
spare the population centres.” 

His call followed three straight 
days of artillery attacks that cla- 
imed 20 lives and left about 100 
people wounded in Beirut inc- 
luding a 12-year-old student kil- 
led and 21 of his schoolmates inj- 
ured. 

Mr. Junblatt and his ally. Shfite 
Muslim Leader Nabih Bern, both 
told As Safir that the cessation of 
hostilities in and around Beirut 
should be the primary task of the 
newly formed National Unity 
Government. 

Junblatt was quoted as saying 
the question of replacing current 
Lebanese army commander. Gen. 
Ibrahim Tannous. "has become a 
pressing need and we should res- 
olve this issue in less than a week. 
A new commander should be 
named." 

M r. Bern and Mr. Junblatt. who 
serve in the new government, have 
been publicly pressing for Gen. 
Tannous 1 replacement as a step 
toward restructuring the army on 
an even-handed basis. 

Both leaders have accused Gem 
Tannous of bias in favour of Fal- 
angist militias during the latest 
civil war rounds in September and 
February, holding him responsible 
for ordering army troops to pound 
residential neighbourhood in west 
Beirut and its suburbs. 

The independent Beirut new- 
spaper An Nahar said the new 
government under Syrian backed 
Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
had reached agreement on a res- 
huffle of "sensitive army posts." 

The newspaper did not spell out 
these posts, but said the policy sta- 
tement of Mr. .Karamrs cabinet 
will assert the government's int- 
ention to enact new laws and reg- 
ulations- for the armed forces. 

A four-man ministerial com- 
mittee on Monday dratted the pol- 
icy statement with which Mr. Kar- 
ami would go before parliament to 
seek a vote of confidence. 

The draft is expected to be put 
in final form by a full cabinet ses- 
sion scheduled for Wednesday 
under President Amin Gemayel at 
his summer residence 

An Nahar quoted unnamed 
sources close to Mr. Karami as 
saying the document lists the lib- 
eration of southern Lebanon and 
the western Bekaa Valley from 
Israeli occupation as a top priority 
issue. 

The document also deals with 
political reforms to ensure an 
equal sharing of power between 
Muslims and Christians as the 
basis for seeking an end to the nat- 
ion's nine-year civil war. An 
Nahar added. 


Israel to set up 3 new settlements 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israel has decided 
to establish three new civilian set- 
tlements in the occupied West 
Bank, a government spokesman 
said Monday. 

He said che government’s set- 
tlement committee agreed that 
two new settlements would be 
built and an existing military out- 
post would be turned over to civ- 
ilian settlers. 

Parliament voted in March to 
hold early elections on July 23 and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir's 
government has launched a drive 
to build as many new settlements 
as possible on the West Bank and 


Gaza Strip before the election. 

The settlement committee, cha- 
ired by ultra-nationalist Science 
Minister Yuval Neeman. has app- 
roved a dozen new outposts since 
March, an aide said. 

Despite an earlier decision to 
cut settlement spending. Finance 
Minister Yigai Cohen-Orgad rec- 
ently decided to make funds ava- 
ilable for the drive. 


About 35.000 Israelis live in 
120 settlements in the occupied 
territories, which have a combined 
Arab population of about 1 .3 mil- 
lion. 

Fifty Israeli settlement leaders 


decided Tuesday to launch a 
fund-raising campaign to meet the 
costs of what they termed as" pro- 
viding defence for the invisible 
Israeli terrorist movement.'' 

This decision was adopted in the 
wake of a secret meeting Monday 
alone of the Israeli settlements, to 
determine the Israeli settlers pos- 
ition towards the arrest on Sunday 
of the spiritual leader and the fou- 
nder of the Gush Emonim mov- 
ement. Moshe Levenger. 

Observers quoted Prime min- 
ister Shamir as defending the Jew- 
ish movement and described them 
as a marginal phenomenon. 


Forty 

Sudanese 

rebels 

surrender 


KHARTOUM. Sudan fAP) — 
Some 40 rebels have surrendered 
to authorities in southern Sud- 
anese region of Upper Nile, the 
official Sudan News Agency said 
Monday. 

The agency quoted as its source 
Daniel Koat. governor of the 
Upper Nile region which has its 
capital at Malakal- Mr. Koat arr- 
ived in Khartoum Sunday. 

Mr. Koat told the agency he 
personally had seen the sur- 
rendering rebels who “denounced 
the rebellion” in south Sudan aga- 
inst the government of President 
Jaafar Numeiri. 

There was no official word on 
the affiliation of the surrendering 
rebels but they presumably bel- 
onged to the Sudan People's Lib- 
eration Movement Army which 
has carried out a scries of attacks 
on economic development pro- 
jects and army garrisons in the 
south since it was founded about a 
year ago. 

In addition to grievances about 
lagging economic development in 
the south, the SPLMA opposes 
Mr. Numcirfs imposition of mar- 
tial law last September. 

Last March, Mr. Numeiri ann- 
ounced an amnesty for southern 
rebels who lay down arms and give 
themselves up bur he set no time 
limit on this. 


Sudan dismisses newly 
appointed cabinet minister 


CAIRO (AP) — Sudanese Pre- 
sident Jaafar Numeiri dismissed 
his interior minister whom he 
appointed two weeks ago in a 
major cabinet reshuffle. No rep- 
lacement was reported. 

A republican decree read over 
the state- run Sudanese Radio of 
Omdurman said Gen. Kama! Has- 
san Ahmad was relieved of his 
cabinet post as interior minister 
for “trying to interfere and inf- 
luence martial law court number 
6 ". 

The decree was quoted by the 
Egyptian Middle East News Age-, 
ncy in a dispatch from the Sud- 
anese capital of Khartoum, did not 
say who would replace Gen. 
Ahmad and also failed to ela- 
borate on how or why Gen. 
Ahmad tried to influence the 


court of more than a dozen martial 
law tribunals established thr- 
oughout Sudan under a state of 
emergency law Mr. Numeiri dec- 
reed on April 2ST 

The court will also try gov- 
ernment employees involved in 
the case at a date to be fixed later. 
The agency said without further 
details. t 

Earlier in the day. the agency 
said security forces in Sudan arr- 
ested two unidentified leaders of 
illegal Sudanese Baath Party and 
added (hat they would be tried 
after further investigations. 

The Baath Party is a branch of a 
political movement founded in 
Syria in the 1940s. If is banned in 
Sudan. Rival Baath Party ele- 
ments now rule Syria and Iraq. 


Palestinians

BEIRUT (Petra) — About 

67.000 Palestinian refugees. Ir.rng 
in the comps near Tyre, will dem- 
onstrate Friday before the United 
Nations Relief ami Works Agency 
for Palestine Refugees 
(UNRWA) office and its ins- 
tallations in protest against 
UNRWA's decision to suspend 
rations, health and social ass- 
istance to the refugees in the 
camps, which was put into effect 
last week. 

The local committees in the ref- 
ugee camps ot Tyre. Rashidtyeh. 
AI Burj AI Shamali. El Buss. Al 
Ma’shouq and Abu AI Osoud. 
Tuesday held a lengthy meeting 
during which they discussed the 
steps to be taken for mounting t he 
situation. 

They decided to ask the foreign 
staff to cease trom work in the 
UNRWA installations. 

The strike which the Palestine 
refugees in the refugee camps in 
Tyre area have si aged earlier, is 
not expected to stop until their 
demands for restoration of ser- 
vices are met. 

Meanwhile news from Beirut 
said that the Israeli occupation 
authorities, in co-operation with 
Gen. Antoine LahacT s Army have 
started a vast campaign of arrests 
amongst Arab citizens in the bor- 
der villages. 


Militias evacuate Sidoh government house 


SI DON. Lebanon (R) — The 
Israeli-backed "South Lebanon 
Army" militia evacuated gov- 
ernment house in the south Leb- 
anese port of Sidon Tuesday and 
transferred control of the building 
to representatives of the Beirut 
authorities. 

At a ceremony attended by mil- 
itia commander’ Gen. Antoine 
Lahd and by the acting governor 
of South Lebanon. Edmond Mas- 
haalani. the Lebanese flag was rai- 
sed on the office complex for the 
first time since soon after Israel 
invaded in 1982. 

Israeli occupation forces used 


the building as a headquarters 
until earlier this year, when they 
handed it over to their militia all- 
ies. 

Security sources in Sidon said 
the transfer Tuesday did not app- 
ear to signal any real change in the 
city, which is still controlled by 
Israeli troops and the"Soutb Leb- 
anon Army". 

In a speech on the occasion. 
Gen. Lahd. a retired Lebanese 
army staff officer and a Maronile 
Christian, said: "This is a.small but 
symbolic step towards the res- 
toration of Lebanese sovereignty 
throughout Lebanese territory." 


Mr. Mashaalani replied that he 
hoped all foreign forces would 
withdraw from Lebanon and that 
"harassmems will end so that the 
South can again be free and vig- 
orous." 

The Israeli military and civilian 
governors anJ the Israeli int- 
elligence chief in the Sidon area 
visited government house early 
Tuesday but left before the cer- 
emony began.

4 Terrorists’ confess Britlshy 0IA link, Libya says 


BEIRUT (R) — The official Lib- 
yan News Agency (JANA) said 
Mondy night that members of a 
"terrorist" group captured in Tri- 
poli have confessed they were rec- 
ruited by the U.S. Central Int- 
elligence Agency (CIA), with Bri- 
tish co-operation, for a large-scale 
sabotage campaign in Libya. 

The agency, monitored in Bei- 
rut. was quoting a statement to 
journalists by Muftah Kuaibe. the 
Libyan justice minister, on the 
interrogation of members of the 
group captured after a shoot-out 
in Tripoli on last Tuesday. 

Mr. Kuaibe denied claims by 
Libyan exiles in London that the 
group had attacked Tripoli's Baz 
Al Azzizya barracks, where Col- 
onel Muammar Qadhafj has his 
headdquarters. in a bid to kill the 
Libyan leader. 


It said the group comprised 
members of the fundamentalist 
"Muslim Brotherhood” recruited 
in West Germany, the United Sta- 
tes and Britain and trained in a 
camp in the Mandara area of 
Sudan by American. British and 
Sudanese officers.

JANA said the group would 
have been quickly wiped out but 
for the concern of security forces 
for the safety of other inhabitants 
of the building and the need to 
capture members of alive to learn 
details of “the plots of America 
and Britain against Libya".

Abu Odeh: Arabs need 
unified educational system

that Arabs should work to establish a unified Arab education system 
througbthe unity of perception, implementation, and follow up.

Mr. Abu Odeh. who was speaking at a seminar on the “Role of 
Education in Preparing the Gtizenry to Face Challenges” which was 
hekl at the University of Jordan, said that the Arab World relies on 
outsiders in educational, economic, and social matters, without mak- 
ing any active contribution in these fields itself. 

Mr. Abu Odeh said that the existence of rich and poor Arab 
countries is the outcome of the internal challenge in the Arab World, 
which is represented by the imbalance in oil resources. 

He further said that this oil gap has resulted in regionafimbaiances 
in the Arab countries and has contributed to the view of education as 
being a profit making process. 

Speaking about solutions to these difficulties. Mr. Abu Odeh said 
both i he legislative and executive powers can play an effective role in 
developing the educational process through encouraging int- 
ellectuals to superv ise the process of preparing educational curricula. 

He pointed out that the current curricula is prepared and supervised 
by technical staff and not by intellectuals with an overview. 

Concluding his speech. Mr. Abu Odeh called for a review the 
educational curricula in a manner capable of strengthening a sense of 
national belonging and pride. 

Secretary-General of the Higher Education Council. Dr. Moh- 
ammad Noori Shafiq said the educational progress Jordan is wit- 
nessing is a quantitative andnoLa qualitative one. 

Mr. Shafiq then spoke about the challenges of subsistence, food 
security, the leaderships crisis, the misuse of consultation, the search 
for identity, stopping moral deterioration, the employment of well- . 
trained, personnel and applying scientific methods and freedom of 
thinking and expression all of which are facing the educational pro-, 
cess. 

To confront these challenges. Dr. Shafiq called for studies and 

- research along these lines to govern future plans. 

Dean of Student Affairs at the 1 University of Jordan. Dr. Muh- 
yeddin Touq, outlined the important role of education in the pre- 
paration of individuals. This, he said, cannot be achieved except 
through rallying efforts to raise the standard of the educational 
process.. .

AMMAN — The Jordan Medical 
Corporation (J MC) has obtained a 
$16 minion syndicated Eurodollar 
loan to finance the completion of 
two projects. 

The loan agreement, signed at 
the J MC Wednesday, is the second 
international loan made available 
to the private sector in Jordan. 

Representatives from the agent 
for the loan, Basque Arab et Int- 
ernationale d’lavestissement, the 
Bahrain-based Arab Banking 
Corporation who lead managed 
the loan and the other lending 
banks, the Arab Internatio nal 
Bank in Cairo, KFTC1C in Kuw- 
ait, the Arab-Jordan Investment 
Bank, Al Ahliah Bank in Kuwait, 
and the Allied Arab Bank all att- 
ended the signing ceremony. 

The seven-year loan, at an int- 
erest rate of 1 'A per cent over Libor 
(London inter-bank offered rate) 
and guaranteed by a syndicate of 
banks in Jordan, win be used to 
finance the completion of the 
Queen Alia Hospital and a dis- 
posable syringe factory. 

Both projects are in the final 


stages of completion but require 
the fitting of equipment, and they 
are both expected to start ope- 
rating in November this year. 

Dr. Maher Shiikri. managing 
director of the Amman-based Fin- 
ance and Credit Corporation 
fFCC). who arranged the loan agr- 
eement, told tiie Jordan Times that 
the agreement took two months to 
arrange and that because of the 
shortage of liquidity in the local 
market, the scheme was approved 
by the Central Bank of Jordan to 
raise the funds on the international 
market. 

Dr. Shukri said that the J VIC, a 
public shareholding company who 
are attempting for the first time in 
Jordan to buQd such a modem and 
well-equipped hospital, had been 
trying to raise the money on the 
local market since 1981, but the 
shortage of available funds nec- 
essitated approaching the int- 
ernational market. 

The interest rates are high bec- 
ause it is the first time that a public 
shareholding company in Jordan 
has borrowed from the int- 
ernational market, Dr. Shukri 
said. 

However, he expressed hope 
that a successful loan repayment 


could give rise to better rates in the 
future. . . 

The FCC also co-ordinated an 
international Joan for the Jordan 
Industries Investment Cor- 
poration. a private industrial hol- 
ding. to be used for (he financing of 
metal and appliance production. 

The 510 million sax-year syn- 
dicated Kuroban. also with an int- 
erest rate of !‘.4 per cent over 
Libor, took six months to arrange 
because it was the first such loan to 
a private sector company. Dr. 
Shukri said. 

- The problem of the borrower 
laving to pay withholding tax acc- 
ording to Jordanian law took a 
fohg time to sort out. said Dr. Shu- 
kri.. because the international 
banks wanted to be exempted as in 
other international loans. 

However, a compromise, war- i 
ked out for the first loan, was easily 
applied as a standard for the sec- 
ond loan, he added. 

Dr. Shukri said that once the 
international banks have gained 
confidence in the private sector's 
credit rating and liability it may be 
possible to arrange straight project 
financing which would not require 
bank guarantees.

Most of the stricken-areas are 
situated in the eastern and sou- 
thern parts of the district, vlr. 
Bashabshch said. 

As for the western anJ northern 
areas, the production of each 
dunum ranges between 50 and 70 
kilogrammes of crops. 
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Israeli occupation of S. Lebanon faces active resentment

EBEL SAK1. Lebanon — Almost 
every day. the Israeli army occ- 
upying southern Lebanon comes 
under attack — by stone- 
diroweis, by Muslim zealots wil- 
ling to die for a cause, by pro- 
fessionals with sophisticated wea- 
pons. 

In the past year, there have 
been 508 incidents serious enough 
that the Israeli military classifies 
ihem as attacks. Seventy Israeli 
soldiers have been killed and 376 
wounded. 

But even more often. Israeli 
soldiers are confronted with sticks 
and stones, with boulders or felled 
trees put in roadways to block 
their progress, with tires set afire 
to protest the occupation, with vil- 
lagers shouting “Allah Akbar” — 
God is great. 

The Israelis use force. They fire 
quickly under attack, make arr- 


ests, seal off villages, force shops 
to close. 

The action-reaction cycle has 
become a familiar pattern in sou- 
thern Lebanon as the pre- 
dominantly Shfite Muslim pop- 
ulation resists occupation by Isr- 
ael, which invaded Lebanon in 
June 1982. 

In the southern market town of 
Nabatiych. a shopkeeper who 
identified himself as Mahmoud 
said it's “the Lebanese people, the , 
ordinary people" who are harmed 
because of Israeli attacks. 

But then he added: “I like the 
idea of resistance, but not in cro- 
wded areas. They should do it out- 
side." 

Late last month, a young man 
threw a grenade at a four-man Isr- 
aeli patrol in Nabatiyeh’s main 
square, seriously wounding one 
soldier, witnesses said. 

The Israelis opened fire at the 
crowded square, hitting at least 
four civilians, including a woman 


who was having her hair done on 
her wedding day. 

“This always happens. We 
shoot back. All we can do is shoot 
in the direction it (a grenade) 
came from." said a young Israeli 
soldier, clutching his rifle as he 
leaned against orange crates near 
the square. 

“They were wounded," he con- 
tinued. "We have no choice. You 
must understand, we have to shoot 
to get the person." 

Asked if the thrower was hit or 
captured, the Israeli soldier rep- 
lied," No." 

Mahmoud, the shopkeeper, 
complained that after the incident, 
the Israelis forced most of Nab- 
atiyeh’s shops to close for three 
days while an investigation was 
conducted. The Israelis didrf t bel- 
ieve the shopowners 1 assertion 
that they hadn't witnessed the att- 
ack, he said. 

The Israelis admit they do not 
always get their man. But some of 


the attacks are so rash as to seem 
destined to failure. Others are str- 
aightforwardly suicidal. 

Late last month, a young man 
ran in front of an Israeli patrol in 
the port city of Sidon and opened 
fire with a machine gun. He was 
killed before he hh anyone. 

On April 12. a Shfite named 
Ali Safieddin drove an explosive- 
laden car between two Israeli 
armoured personnel carriers in 

the village of Deir Kanoun. He 
detonated his cargo, wounding 
four Israelis as he ended his life. 

Vfoshe, a young Israeli soldier 
manning a checkpoint outside' 
Ebel Saki one recent night, said 
the guerrillas “put the explosives 
by the side of the road and run ... 
we don't catch them." 

Asked how he felt to be in Leb- 
anon. he replied. “ I don't want to 
be here. I want to be home in my 
country with my family. Things 
have not gone righL" 

Moshe, like many people int- 


erviewed during a tour of the 
South, said he thought the res- 
istance was not well organised but 
deeply rooted. 

Hana Obeid is a case in point. 
The 1 6-year-old Shi’ile Muslim 
schoolgirl in Jibchit said she was 
shot in the neck on March 28 bec- 
ause she was throwing stones at 
"the Israelis and members of the 
so-called “South Lebanon 
Army,” a Christian-dominated 
militia created and paid by Israel 
in southern Lebanon. 

She said she threw the stones 
"because the soldiers came to take 
our men away. They have come to 
fight Islam. We have been taught 
in school and in the mosque- to 
fight the Israelis." 

Her mother, Fatima, said she 
was proud that her four daughters 
had confronted the Israelis bec- 
ause “if my daughters have to die 
for Islam, so be it.” 

A marble tombstone in the vil- 
lage cemetery honours three mar- 


tyrs killed in the March 28 con- 
frontation with the Zionist enemy. 

One, Khadija Abbas Atwi, bled 
to death rather than be treated by 
Israeli doctors, family members 
said. Atwfs brother and sister 
were wounded in the attack. 

“What has happened to us has 
not happened to anyone in the 
whole world," said their father. 
“It is the government that must 
resist. Do you think we have to 
resist with stones? Whai are the 
president and the government 
for?” 

But there seems to be no sho- 
rtage of people willing to become 
martyrs. 

Hassan Hassanain Hassoun, a 
25-year-old resident of Jibchit; 
summed up what appeared to be 
the general feeling in the area 
when he said he wanted to fight 
the Israelis. 

“But 1 have no weapons," he 
said. “Give me a weapon and I 
will.”

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Net gain for Jordan 

YESTERDAY'S debate in parliament was a bright spot in our pol- 
itical history, if not a turning point in our search for national ide- 
ntification. freedom and democracy. Where else in tbe Arab World 
today would you find a government so closely questioned on the most 
basic issues of security and policy and a prime minister replying with 
the most honest of facts and analysis? 

Those members of the Lower House who raised their voices against 
measures and practices they thought wrong and intolerable did so 
with admirable courage and dignity: and they did so in true form in 
their role as the people's representatives. They deserve our respect 
and full support for their efforts and endeavours. 

On the other hand, the prime minister’s handling of our par- 
liamentarians' criticisms and observations was indeed impressive. His 
was a show of strength, confidence and efficiency, ali coupled with a 
sense of purpose unheard of in many Third World countries. 

This praise of yesterday's debate in the Lower House of Parliament 
is not without good reasons. The net gain from such political activity 
taking place in Jordan at such a crucial time as this cannot be hidden 
or ignored. 

The members of the house who spoke about tbe rights of the citizen 
did not do so in a vacuum. There have been people among us who have 
suffered much or little from loopholes and wrong practices in the 
system; their rights were infringed upon, and their voices -were low- 
ered to a degree that they could not be heard. There have been cases of 
Injustices reported and talked about more often behind closed doors 
than in the open. There have been practices of costly mismanagement 
and misuse of public funds. And there have been freedoms of speech 
and organising curbed, often illegitimately and illegally. The rep- 
resentatives had but to talk about them in the open and to demand 
from the government to do whatever is necessary to overcome them. 
Tbe representatives had their chance yesterday, and they took it 
bravely. 

The prime minister obliged and ins replies to charges and com- 
plaints were honest and convincing. We tip the score in his favour. 

True, this country needs to be protected, although forms of pro- 
tection cannot be allowed to be a haphazard collection of bad planning 
and inefficiency. Ideology alien to our thinking and civilisation must 
not be given tbe chance to destroy our lives, but indigenous political 
thinking and parties do have a big role to play in shaping oor society. 
Press freedoms have to be widened and deepened if we are to share in 
our political development.. The citizen?? rights have to be respected 
and protected, if the Jordanian is called .upon and expected to par- 
ticipate in his country’s progress. And credit has to be given where ft is 
due, under all circumstances. 

By debating all these issues in the Lower House yesterday. Jordan 
took a big step towards those goals dear to our people's thinking and 
traditions. The trend must continue to achieve more and better for 
each and everyone in this progressive country.

Al Rad: Anti- Arab conference 

WE HAD hoped ihat the Jewish conference in Morocco would result in 3 
dialogue among the monotheistic religions and would lead to the creation of 
an atmosphere of understanding among Christians. Jews and Muslims in 
terms of religion. What happened in fact was a propaganda for Zionist Israel. 
The Knesset members who were invited to the conference were not able to 
attend, but Moroccan Jews who reject the idea of Zionism and arc opposed to 
Israel's practices and crimes against the Arabs could not find room. 

The Knesset members had only one aim of holding their meeting in Mor- 
occo. upon an official imitation, and that is to tty to lure Morocco away from 
the Arab fold as Israel did to Egypt’s Sadat before.

We were dismayed to 
see the Zionist conference being held in' Morocco, on the eve of May 15 
anniversary of the usurpation ot Palestine by the Zionists, who continue to 
hatch conspiracies against Islam and Christianity and the Arab people in 
Palestine and neighbouring Arab states. 

We are pained to sec the conference being held in a country which plays 
' host to t he Jerusalem Committee at a l ime when we learn that an Arab foreign 
ministers’ conference to pave the wav lor an Arab summit has been pos- 
tponed.

Alfonsin promotes L. American democracy

BUENOS AIRES — Noisy static 
blocked Uruguayans from hearing 
a recent speech on an Argentine 
radio station by an exiled pre- 
sidential candidate launching his 
campaign for his country’s Nov- 
ember elections. 

Normally the Argentine station 
can be heard quite clearly across 
the river plate in neighbouring 
Uruguay. 

The apparent jamming ill- 
ustrates a conflict of ideas and pri- 
nciples between Argentina’s ele- 
cted government and the military 
rulers of Urguay and other Latin 
American countries. 

President Raul Alfonsin. ele- 
cted to head a civilian government 
here last December after eight 
years of military rule, has lau- 
nched a probe into human rights 
abuses. He has ordered the 
court-martial of 10 former mil- 
itary leaders on charges of kid- 
napping. torturing and murdering 
up to 30.000 people in a “dirty 
war” against Leftist guerrillas in 
the 1970s. 

“This storm of democracy unl- 
eashed in Argentina is spreading 
into my nation,” the exiled Urg- 
uayan presidential candidate. Wil- 
son Ferreira Aid unate. said when 
he met the leadership of Mr. Alf- 
onsin’ s Radical Civic Union Party 
recently. 

Mr. Ferreira, wanted in Uru- 


guay for alleged ties with gue- 
rrillas. dined with Mr. Alfonsin on 
arriving from Europe last month. 
Days later busloads of Uru- 
guayans came to Buenos Aires to 
hear Mr. Ferreira launch his ele- 
ction campaign. 

The Uruguayan presidential 
candidate said he would soon be 
returning to his country to cam- 
paign jn elections to end 1 1 years 
of military rule. 

Diplomatic sources say that Mr. 
Alfonsin is walking a fine line 
between peaceful co-existence 
and outright interference in the 
internal affairs of Argentina's hig- 
hly sensitive neighbours. 

They said that traditionally in 
Latin America, exiles are banned 
from issuing statements and ind- 
ulging in political activities in the 
nation sheltering them. 

But Mr. Alfonsin's government 
has given Mr. Ferreira and others 
free rein, with the president's rul- 
ing party sponsoring news con- 
ferences for them and state-run 
television and radio stations bro- 
adcasting interviews that are fre- 
quently seen or heard in the exiles’ 
native countries. 

The Argentine broadcasts have 
added significance due to the sev- 
ere press censorship in many nei- 
ghbouring nations. Uruguay for- 
bids its press to report any of Mr. 
Ferreira's statements and Par- 
aguay has closed down the only 
newspaper to print opposition 
news or views. 


Uruguay's military government 
has expressed “displeasure” to 
Argentina over Mr. Ferreira but 
has not publicly made an official 
protest, political sources said. 

Recently exiled Paraguayan 
politican Domingo Laino also met 
Argentina's Radical Party lea- 
dership before making his second 
attempt in a year lo return home. 

But despite a passport provided 
by the Argentine authorities. Mr. 
Laino was turned back at Par- 
aguay’s Asuncion Airport by off- 
icials of President Alfredo Sir- 
oessner’s 30-year old strong- arm 
government. 

Mr. Laino. vice-president of the 
authentic Radical Liberal Party, 
said Mr, Alfonsin was just being 
“coherent with the democratic 
principles he stands for’* in sup- 
porting political exiles and con- 
demning the tactics of military 
governments. 

Uruguay and Paraguay, both 
small nations with large numbers 
of citizens living in Argentina, 
have most directly felt the new 
winds blowing from Buenos Aires. 

President Augusto Pinochet of 
Chile, which has been under mil- 
itary rule for over 10 years, was 
quietly advised to stay away from 
Mr. Alfonsin's inauguration last 
year despite having been invited 
by Mr. Alfonsin's predecessors. 

And in March Mr. Alfonsin 
wrote to Chilean opposition lea- 
der Jorge Lavandcro, who had 


been beaten up by unidentified 
assa Hants, expressing his “fra- 
ternal sympathy as a democrat and 
Latin American for the final suc- 
cess of the objectives that you rep- 
resent." 

The former Argentine junta 
had sheltered Bolivia's former 
military president, Gen. Luis Gar- 
cia Meza, and his once feared sec- 
urity minister. Col. Luis Arce 
Gomez.- » <■ ’■ • "• 

But in February this year Mr. 
Alfonsin's government expelled 
them. And after recent military 
unrest in Bolivia Mr. Alfonsin sent 
a special message of solidarity to 
that country’s civilian president. 
Hernan Siles Zuazo. 

In Brazil. Argentina's return to 
democracy through free elections 
has been hailed by the press in a 
mass campaign for a directly ele- 
cted presidency in Latin Ame- 
rica' s largest nation. 

Brazilian President Joao Fig- 
ueiredo, however, told ruling Soc- 
ial Democrat Party politicians to 
ignore massive crowds calling for a 
direct vote. An opposition att- 
empt to amend the constitution to 
allow direct elections for a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Figuciredo was def- 
eated in parliament last month. 

Mr. Figueircdo said crowds in 
Jy82 had cheered Argentina's 
military" rulers to that country's 
defeat in the South Atlantic war 
with Britain, proving that crowds 
arc not always in the right. 


Foreign Ministry spy scandal shocks Norway 


The unmasking of Ante Trcholt as an alleged • nost senior Soviet spy 
ever discovered in \orway has embarrassed the opposition Labour 
Party and many damage its chances of winning power next year. Kevin 
Done, recently in Oslo, reports. 


All ihat remains to indicate Arne 
Treholt’s former office in the 
Norwegian Foreign Ministry in 
Oslo is a pair of old shoes and a 
box of business cards. Bur the int- 
angible presence of the highest- 
ranking spy ever to be uncovered 
in Norway is everywhere. 

Politicians and government off- 
icials arc still struggling to come to 
terms with an affair that has sha- 
ken Oslo's political establishment 
to its roots and has caused disquiet 
at the highest level in NATO. 
There are few in Oslo political cir- 
cles who did not have at least a 
passing acquaintance with the 
man uho has been charged with 
passing on Norwegian secrets lo 
the Soviet Union and spying for 
Iraq. 

Two months after his arrest the 
final impact of the Treholt affair 
remains incalculable. It is already 
influencing the Norwegian foreign 
policy debate, however, and his 
trial, if it comes as expected nexL 
year, will coincide dramatically 
with the next Norwegian general 
election campaign. 

The prospect is hardly app- 
ealing for the Norwegian Labour 
Party which ruled the country for 
much of ihe post-war period until 
1981. Many party members may 
have to troop through the witness 
box because Mr. Treholt was a 
junior minister from W76 to 
1979. 

Exactly what secrets he was in a 


position to relay to Moscow and 
what power he had to influence 
political ideas and decision- 
making in Norway is still under 
investigation, but it is clear that 
some of his posts gave him access 
to very sensitive information. 

During the 1970s he was first 
political secretary, then state sec- 
retary or deputy minister to Mr. 
Jens "Evensen. his most important 
political patron, who was Nor- 
way's trade minister and later min- 
ister for law of the sea affairs. 

Mr. Evensen was responsible 
for a scries of negotiations with 
the Soviet Union over boundary 
rights in a vast disputed area of the 
Barents Sea. a region of vital int- 
erest to both countries because of 
its potentially rich oil and gas dep- 
osits. 

The boundary dispute is still to 
be Settled, but at the end of 1977 
during extensive talks in both 
Moscow and Oslo, Mr. Evensen 
reached an agreement on tem- 
porary fishing rights in the “grey 
zone” of the Barents Sea. The 
agreement was very favourable to 
the Soviet Union and was heavily 
criticised in Norway. 

Mr. Treholt. aged 4 1 , had a per- 
fect pedigree for a Norwegian 
Labour politician. The son of a 
former minister of agriculture, he 
began his political career in the 
Labour Student movement and 
worked for several years as a jou- 
rnalist for Arbcidcrbladct. the 


Labour Party newspaper. He was 
in Czechoslovakia for the“Prague 
Spring", but became more widely 
known for the active part he pla- 
yed in the fight against the col- 
onels' junta in Greece and against 
Norway joining the European 
Community. 

His patron. Mr. Evensen, cur- 
rently the Nordic region’s can- 
didate for a post of judge at the 
International Court of Justice in 
the Hague, has been one of the 
most influential members of the 
Left-wing of the Labour Party, a 
faction which has long been keen 
to distance Norway from NATO 
and the U.S. in favour for better 
working relations with the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr, Evensen was one of the first 
to advocate a Nordic nuclear-free 
zone in a controversial speech in 
1980 and Mr. Treholt was one of 
four editors of a book on nuclcaT 
strategy. “Nuclear arms and ins- 
ecurity policy." to which Mr. Eve- 
nsen was also a contributor. 

Mr. Trcholt’s influence on Mr. 
Evensen and the development of 
the Labour Party’s thinking on 
security and foreign policy issues 
is difficult to unravel precisely, but 
it is clear that he had access to 
many key Western politicians and 
diplomats between 1 979 and 1 982 
when he was a member of Nor- 
way’s permanent delegation to the 
United Nations in New York. 
During this period the Nordic dip- 
lomatic corps were attempting to 
find a peaceful solution to the 
Iran -Iraq war so Mr. Treholt's 
dose contacts and presumed kno- 


wledge may have been of par- 
ticular interest to his second all- 
eged paymaster. Iraq. 

The public prosecutor's ann- 
ouncement that during int- 
errogation Mr. Treholt had adm- 
itted spying for Iraq as well as the 
Soviet Union — he was paid 
S50.000 for his services by Bag- 
hdad — has been greeted in Lab- 
our circles almost with relief. The 
image of a mercenary selling his 
services to the highest bidder is 
held to be less damaging than that 
of ihe young Left-wing “idealist" 
collaborating with the KGB on 
ideological grounds. 

The Labour Party, in opposition 
since 1981. has seen its fortunes 
improving recently. Its results in 
the local elections last September 
were encouraging, and its stance 
on security and foreign policy iss- 
ues, especially its opposition to the 
immediate deployment of Per- 
shing II and cruise missiles in Eur- 
ope. appeared to be winning sup- 
port among young voters. They 
are expected to be a key group in 
oext year's general election. 

The missiles issue has polarised 
attitudes in Norway. It was the 
Left-wing of the party, where Mr. 
Treholt was active, that pushed 
Labour into opposing dep- 
loyment. With some defections 
from its own ranks Iasi year, the 
non-Socialist coalition gov- 
ernment won parliamentary app- 
roval For its support of NATO’s 
twin track strategy by only one 
vote. — Financial Times news 
Feature. 



Syrian air defences 
deter Israeli threat

TARTOUS, Syria — Radar dis- 
hes and the shark-like silhouettes 
of anti-aircraft missiles protrude 
near the winding coastal road 
south from Syria's vital pom of 
Tartous and Lattakia. 

Nomads pitch their ’tents and 
shepherds watch their flocks just 
yards away, unperturbed by the 
strange earth mounds and aerials 
rising form the rolling green cou- 
ntryside. 

The sites are part of a Soviet- 
supplied air defence system of 
surface-to-air Sam missiles, rin- 
ging Syria’s cities and protecting 
the ports through which Soviet 
weapons arrive. 

But despite the visible evidence 
of Soviet technology — and. Wes- 
tern diplomats say, Soviet experts 
— guarding the skies over Syria, 
Western military analysts think 
Israel would still have the edge in 
any aerial combat. 

Syria's official press, however, 
proclaims the country’s ability to 
“repel aggression” with the aid of 
its replenished weapons stocks 
and has stressed the military ben- 
efits of its strategic alliance with 
the Soviet Union. 

Syria's -air force suffered, dev- 
astating losses over Lebanon in 
the 1982 Israeli invasion, pro- 
mpting Moscow to prove its com- 
mitment to Syria by installing a 
new Sam-5 missile system on Syr- 
ian soil 

Western diplomats believe the 
missiles along Syria's coast are 
drawn from its 26 batteries of 
Sam-3 and Sam-6 missiles. 

One battery of Sam-5s issued at 
Dumeir, cast of Damascus, and 
another is visible from the main 
highway linking the capital with 
the industrial city of Homs. 

“ At the time we were quite con- 
cerned about the Sam-5 s.” com- 
mented one Western military ana- 
lyst. “But we now realise that the 
system concept is about 20 years 
old and the Israelis have dev- 
eloped very effective electronic 
counter-measures.” 

“It probably cost the Kremlin 
next to nothing to ship that equ- 
ipment here.” he added. 

Several Western analysis bel- 
ieve Soviet crews manning the 
Sam -5s arc slowly handing over 
control to newly trained Syrian 
personnel. 

The missile systems, backed by 
ZSU radar-controlled anti- 


aircraft guns, proved effective aga- 
inst U.S. navy warplanes over 
Labanon last December when two 
American planes were downed. 

“The loss of those two aircraft 
was an indictment of American 
tactics," said one. “The Israelis 
employ much more sophisticated 
methods to decoy the missiles." 

The London weekly newspaper 
The Observer reported last week 
that direct U.S. intelligence aid 
helped Israel in its 1982 dogfights 
against the Syrians. 

(Quoting senior intelligence sou- 
rces. the paper said U.S. aerial 
surveillance aircraft monitored 
every Lakc-off and landing by Syr- 
ian fighters, giving Israel unb- 
eatable advacc warning of its 
enemy s intentions. 

The Sam-5s. which could hit 
aircraft over northern Israel, were 
intended to ensure that the 1982 
debacle could not happen again. 

Syrian Defence Minister Mus- 
tafa Tlas.' echoing other senior 
government figures, says Syria has 
boosted its military strength and is 
ready lo take on all comers. 

“ If the U.S. and Israel launch an 
aggression against us. they will 
find an army able to repel the agg- 
ression and to inflict heavy losses 
pn the enemy." he declared rec- 
ently. 

One Western analyst here said, 
however: “the evidence is that the 
Israelis would take losses but 
would still gel the upper hand des- 
pite the Sam-5s.” 

The Western analysts point also 
to Syrian losses of experienced 
fighter pilots in 1982. some ol 
them with years of Soviet training. 

“There is no question of any 
Soviet personnel flying Syrian 
planes. They need to train Syrian 
pilots pretty fast if they want to 
make good the drain on man- 
power." one analyst said. 

The Syrian Air Force has 1 1 
fighter and ground attack squ- 
adrons anJ 12 interceptor squ- 
adrons. all equipped with various 
generations of Mig and Sukhoi 
lighter planes. 

“There is also the question ol 
domestic politics in the air force ... 
Mr. Assad does not like the idea of 
taking casualties in the command 
that was his power base." another 
analyst said. 

The Syrian president, a Soviet - 
trained fighter pilot, was com- 
mander of the air inrcc and min- 
ister of defence before taking 
power in a bloodless coup in 1 970.

There arc in Jordan today a lew hundred Filipino citizens 
working as housekeepers and domestic helpers and nannies or 
baby sitters: and some of them are employed by the Royal Family 
and other prominent Jordanian families. As Father Adeli said in 
his cogent and commendable article on May | ."the lot of many of 
these girls is a very happy one. they have found good employers 
and are happy to renew their contracts over and over again” . They 
receive good salaries, they receive gifts from their employers anil 
they travel to other countries in Europe and to the U.S. with them. 

There are. however, a few exceptions where employer- 
employee conflict arises involving salaries, day-ofl, acc- 
ommodation. interpretation of their contracts, etc.; and whe- 
never these are brought to the attention of the embassy, the 
matter is always referred to the Ministry of Labour whenever the 
two parties involved cannot arrive at a mutually satisfactory 
solution to their disputes. The Ministry of Labour has always been 
co-operative; and thought it is especially provided lor" in the 
Labour Law of I960, as amended, that the provisions of the law 
do not apply to domestic servants, gardeners and cooks, among 
others, the Labour Ministry has never refused to resolve matters 
referred to it in a just and equitable way. 

The names of Mrs. Maria Crcvas. Mrs. C. Aquino and Ms. 
Cecilia de la Cruz do not appear in the registry of Filipinos of the 
embassy. For the information of those persons referred to above, 
the embassy is always ready, willing and rendering assistance to 
Filipino nationals whenever the need arises.

More people die of epneer in the 
‘Third World’ than in the ‘North’ 


Cancer kills more people in the developing nations than in the ind- 
ustnalued “North". Yet treating cancer is an expensive. High- 
technology process few developing nations can afford. Such nations 
must rely on prevention.

GENEVA— Cancer kills two mil- 
lion people a year in the ind- 
ustrialised “ North", where it is the 
most feared of diseases. In the 
developing world, where health 
departments do not recognise it as 
a major killer, it claims 2.3 million 
victims a year. 

Cancer deaths will exceed eight 
mil bon yearly worldwide by the 
year 2000. according to the World 
Health Organisation (WHO). 
Most of this increase will occur in 
the Third World. Already there 
are more cancer deaths in Asia 
than in any other continent, and 
more people die of cancer each 
year in India than in the United 
States. 

But as the main causes of death 
in the “South” remain mal- 
nutrition and infectious disease, so 
developing countries have been 
slow to become alarmed about the 
rapid rise in cancer fatalities. 

WHO estimates that more than 
100.000 new cases of mouth can- 
cer occur yearly on the Indian 


sub-continent and in Southeast 
Asia. There are more than 
680,000 new cases of stomach 
cancer annually, most of these in 
the "South." Brazil. Colombia. 
Chile, Costa Rica. Jamaica. Pan- 
ama and Peru have high rates of 
cervical cancer. 

In parts of the “South.” cancers 
aro already overtaking infectious 
diseases as the major cause of 
death. 

Cancer moved from sixth to first 
place among the leading causes of 
death in Shainghai County. China, 
in the two decades to 1980. Pri- 
mary liver cancer, rare in Europe 
and North America, claims an est- 
imated 260.000 victims each year 
in China, tropical Africa and the 
Western Pacific. 

In the “North." cancer is often 
regarded as a disease of the elderly 
and the affluent. But in the 
“South.” it frequently strikes the 
poor, the relatively young, and 
those already ill from malnutrition 
or infectious disease. 

One third of cancers are 'pre- 
ventable. while a further third can 


be routinely cured if detected 
early, according to a recent WHO 
report. Prevention is far cheaper 
than the late and extremely exp- 
ensive and high-technology tre- 
atment of cancer by drugs or rad- 
iotherapy. 

According to WHO Director 
General Dr. Halfdan Mahler, 
“smoking is probably the largest 
single preventable cause of ill hea- 
lth in the world”. WHO has con- 
cluded that "within a decade an 
epidemic of lung cancer can be 
predicted in many developing 
countries”, and blames the “hig- 
hly sophisticated and ruthless 
campaigns promoting smoking" 
which have changed Third World 
lifestyles. 

Liver cancer can also be pre- 
vented. Infection by the hepatitis 
B virus is thought to be a dominant 
cause, and vaccines can protect 
people from this virus. Such vac- 
cines are costly, but current res- 
earch is ex fleeted to reduce the 
cost to realistic levels within a few 
years. 

Early detection is a second line 
of defence against cancer. Both 
oral and cervical lesions take up to 
1 5 years to turn cancerous. If the 
sores, which are the first signs or 
danger, are detected in sufficient 


lime to treatment, the disease is 
curable through relatively simple 
radiotherapy or surgery. 

A pilot project run jointly by Sri 
Lanka and WHO has dem- 
onstrated the possibility of early 
detection using village health care 
workers. 

Jn one year. 35 such workers 
examined 29.000 villagers for 
mouth lesions, as pan of routine 
house visits. They found sus- 
picious signs in 1 .200 people, who 
were referred for further exa- 
mination. Similar screening for 
cervical cancer was carried out on 
women in Iceland, and brought 
death rates down by almost half. 

Programmes of prevention and 
detection can be successful in cou- 
ntries such as Sri Lanka or China 
where there is a high literacy rate 
and a well-developed primary 
health care delivery system. But 
such countries are today the exc- 
eption rather than the rule in the 
“South." 

Four-fifths of the world’s pop- 
ulation has no access to 3ny per- 
manent form of health care. Only 
one in three persons in developing 
countries has access to safe water 
and adequate sanitation. 

In some African countries a 
newborn child has only a 50-50

chance of surviving through ado- 
lescence. In South Africa there is 
one doctor for every 174.000 
blacks. Malaria is once again on 
the rise, as drugs used to combat ii 
are becoming ineffective. 

WHO figures show that, exc- 
luding China, the 67 poorest dev- 


eloping countries spend less on 
public health than the rich cou- 
ntries spend on tranquiliscrs. So 
even the simplest systems for can- 
cer prevention and detection may 
at present be beyond the means of 
the poorest nations. 

But WHO studies indicate that. 


for an increase in health spending 
as small as 0.5 per cent of Gross 
National Product, considerable 
improvements in health care del- 
ivery can be made. In many poor 
countries such improvements 
could help prevent many tho- 
usands of deaths from cancer — 
Eanhscan feature.

dan to join the peace process, as 
he did in helping to arrange (the 
late Egyptian) President Sadat’s 
visit to Jerusalem." 

He said he was considered a 
“dove” in the Labour Party and 
other members of the delegation 
were “hawks”, but he added: “I 
think Morocco and other Arab 
states hope that our party will win 
the next elections." 

He said he believed one reason 
why King Hassan agreed to let 
them come to Morocco was “bec- 
ause it creates a good impression 
in the United States and it will 
help him to get more economic aid 
and political support from Was- 
hington." 

Members of the delegation said 
they hoped King Hassan would 
receive them, or at least their lea- 
der, Labour Knesset member 
Raphael Edery. who was born in 
Morocco, but Moroccan officials 
said they could not confirm that 
there would be a royal- interview. 

Meyer Chetrit. the only ruling 
Israeli Likud Party Knesset mem- 
ber on the delegation and who was 
born in Morocco, also said he bel- 
ieved their presence would “enh- 
ance King Hassan’s prestige in the 
United States, and among Jews all 
over the world.” 

The Israeli daily Haaretz said 
King Hassan gave David Araar. 
head of the Moroccan Jewish 
community, the go-ahead to invite 


the Israelis two months ago. only 
after several delays. 

Syria recalls envoy 

The Syrian government Mon- 
day recalled its ambassador to 
Morocco in protest at the con- 
ference. 

The Associated Press quoted an 
official Syrian source in Damascus 
as saying by officially inviting Isr- 
aelis to the conference. " the Mor- 
occan regime has violated the res- 
olutions of the Arab summit con- 
ference. the Organisation of Isl- 
amic Conference (OIC) and the 
Jerusalem Committee chaired by 
King Hassan II himself." 

The source, who was not ide- 
ntified. expressed Syria’s “ext- 
reme anxiety over the gravity" of 
the step taken by the Moroccan 
regime, and demanded that the 
Moroccan violation be pm on the 
agenda of the Arab foreign min- 
isters conference to be held later 
this month in Tunisia. 

Criticism in Kuwait . .■ 

In Kuwait, newspapers said the 
Rabat meeting amounted to what 
one daily. AJ Wattan. called “the 
second stage of (the) Camp 
David" accords, signed by Egypt 
and Israel in 1978. 

It warned that the Rabat con- 
ference was a conspiracy and cal- 
led for Arab efforts to stop “the 
new curse ” 


Egypt was ostracised by most 
Arab slates after signing the 
U.S.-sponsored Camp David acc- 
ords which led to the 1979 peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel. 

Referring to King Hassan. the 
daily A1 Anbaa said the chairman 
of the Jerusalem Committee was 
allowing the “usurpers" of the 
Holy City to be in Morocco. 

A1 Anbaa said history “should 
record that King Hassan... on the 
15th of May. the anniversary of 
the creation of the state of Israel, 
was hosting in his palaces 20.CK10 
Jews... led by eight Israeli par- 
liamentarians.'' 

Meanwhile. King Hassan was at 
Morocco's summer capital. Fez, 
250 kilometres east of Rabat, and 
Moroccan sources said he had no 
immediate plans to leave there. 
The Israeli delegates were exp- 
ected to stay on in Rabat for sev- 
eral more days, apparently wailing 
to be summoned to Fe 2 . a drive of 
three hours. 

There was specualtion that hos- 
tile reaction in some Arab cou- 
ntries may have persuaded King 
Hassan to keep any meeting with 
the Israelis a close secret — not a 
difficult task in the tightly con- 
trolled North African country. 

Moroccan officials privately 
expressed dismay over the dec- 
ision of Syrian President Hafez 
Assad to recall his Ambassador 
from Rabat because of the wel- 
come given to the Israeli del- 
egation.

Moreover* Mr. 'Obeidat said, 
the courts normally pass minimum 
or medium rather than maximum 
sentences. 

" 1 am not saying that these cou- 
rts should not be cancelled, but 
now Jordan is facing a difficult and 
complicated situation and the 
country cannot afford any act- 
ivities that would harm its sec- 
urity.” he asserted. 

West Bank travel 

Replying to members’ demands 
that some of the current res- 
trictions on travel between the 
occupied West Bank and the Bast 
Bank be lifted, the prime minister 
said the government is determined 
to maintain the regulations. 

Some of the deputies had dem- 
anded that restrictions imposed by 
the government following the bre- 
akdown of the talks between Jor- 
dan and the PLO last year, which 
limited the duration pf stay by • 
West Bank inhabitants oiliside the r " 
occupied territories, be lifted. 

Deputy Edward Khamis of 
Bethlehem region addressing the 
House requested the government 
to decrease the measures taken or 
“to work on cancelling all of 
them." He expressed hope that 
the government would take into 
account suffering of the people liv- 
ing under occupation. 


Mr. Khamis asked the gov- 
ernment to compare the adv- 
antages and disadvantages of the 
measures imposed and said: “I 
guess that the disadvantages seem 
to be overwhelming.” 

Dr. Musa Abu Gosh, deputy ol 
the Ramallah region, pointed out 
that the restrictions taken on tra- 
vel adversely affect the people of 
the West Bank, and expressed his 
hope that the government would 
review the whole matter. 

A deputy of the Jenin region. 
Mr. Ma'rouf Rabba’. also raising 
the issue, expressed hope that the 
government would handle all the 
problems faced by the inhabitants 
under the Israeli occupation. 

Mr. Rabba' pointed out that a 
memorandum, which includes all 
the issues and needs of the West 
Bank inhabitants as well as their 
sufferings due to the occupation, 
was submitted Monday to the 
House Secretariat to refer it in 
return to the prime minister. 

In reply to these demands. Mr. 
’Obeidat stressed that the current 
measures will be maintained. “1 
’ will not commit myself to cancel 
the measures and wc have had dis- 
cussed this subject several times. 
Bui 1 am still ready to discuss with 
you the same matter objectively in 
relation to any precise opinion you 
put forward." he said. 

He added that the government 
will also inform the deputies on 
the results of the measures already 
in practise. 


Press laws 

During Tuesday's debate, dep- 
uties also demanded that the Press 
and Publication Law be amended. 
The present law authorises the 
government to close down any 
newspaper without the right ol 
appeal to courts and without giv- 
ing any reasons for the closure. 

Deputy Salman A1 (Judah said 
that calls for establishing new 
newspapers usually reflect “the 
public opinion." 

Mr. Oudah added that the Jor- 
danian press under the gov- 
ernment “works freely towards 
national interests." Several other 
deputies called for freer press reg- 
ulations. particularly stressing the 
importance of amending the Press 
and Publication Law. 

The deputies suggested that the 
law should be amended in a way 
that would enable any newspaper 
that is closed down by the gov- 
ernment to appeal ihe gov- 
ernment’s decision. 

The prime minister replied that 
the government would welcome 
suggestions to amend any law pro- 
vided that the amendment will 
have positive effects. 

He expressed hope that the Jor- 
danian press, “which is relatively 
young, would develop and pro- 
gress to mature into a free and 
responsible press." 

The issue of the potash com- 
pany also came up in the debate. 

Members voiced their concern 


over the large loss of the Arab 
Potash Companv. mainly due to 
the lower demand, prices and int- 
ernational competition. The com- 
pany's potash was sold for an ave- 
rage of $77 a tonne. S33 less than 
forecast. 

1 he company was operating at 
one- fifth of its planned 1 9S(i out- 
put capacity ol 1 .2 million tonnes. 

Feasibility studies carried out 
earlier indicated that production 
in 1 984 will increase to N9U.(l0() 
tonnes. However, the company 
now believes that production will 
only reach 500.000 tonnes despite 
the increase in the size of inv- 
estment. 

Commenting on the issue. Mr. 
Obeidat said that despite the loss, 
the company will be able io" stand 
on its feet" in the future. 

The company's S400-million 
plant produces potash from the 
salt waters of the Dead Sea. 

Suggestion for panel 

The lively, sometimes heated, 
debate ended with a suggestion by 
the prime minister to establish a 
parliamentary committee. maJe 
up of only 2 or three Lower House 
members, to serve as a liaison 
panel between the House and the 
government on matters of security 
and defence. The speaker. Mr. 
Akef A1 Faycz. commended the 
suggestion and referred it to the 
next session ol parliament. The 
House recessed until next August.

FIFA wins 
Aztec Stadium 
battle 

ZURICH (R) — . The Int- 
ernational Football Federation 
(FIFA) has won its battle to use 
Mexico City’s historic Aztec Sta- 
dium for the 1986 World Soccer 
Cup finals. 

A dispute between the Aztec’s 
owners and box holders, whose 
contracts contravene FIFA's 
World Cup rules, had threatened 
to rob the finals of what many con- 
sider the world's finest stadium. 

But FIFA General Secretary 
Joseph Blatter told Reuters that 
the 110.000-seat stadium was 
among \ l handed over to FIF A by 
the Mexican World Cup org- 
anisers. 

“The organising committee has 
offered FIFA a choice of 13 sta- 
diums. with our requirements sti- 
pulating 1 2 ” he said. 

“We have accepted 1 1. which 
include the Aztec Stadium. The 
only point at issue is which of the 
two remaining stadiums. Veracruz 
or Irapuato. should be seleciej. 
That is a matter for the World Cup 
Organising Committee headed by 
Hermann Neuberger. 

“Veracruz is at sea level and is 
the Mexican preference, while we 
would like Irapuato. This is the 
only outstanding issue regarding 
the stadiums.” 

Blatter said the dispute over the 
Aztec Stadium “'is a Mexican pro- 
blem. and nothing to do with 
FIFA.” 

The problem arose because 
FIFA insisted that all spectators 
buy tickets for matches at the sta- 
dium. while box holders said their 
contracts allowed them in tree.

Yamani disappointed by 
U.K; oil output increase 


(NICOSIA (R)* — Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmad 
Zaki Yamani was quoted as saying he was dis- 
appointed by a recent increase in Britain’s crude oil 
output. 


Production from the British 
North Sea rose to more than 2.6 
million barrets per day (BPD) in 
the first quarter from 2.3 million 
BPD late last year. Mr. Yamani 
was quoted by the Middle East 
Economic Survey as saying: "It 
seems that Britain cannot bring 
itself to co-operate with us 
(OPEC) unless and until the mar- 
ket deteriorates to a point where 
there is a real danger of collapse. 

"When they feel that this is. 
imminent, they do co-operate. 
But as soon as the market firms up 
a bit. they take the opportunity to 
get whatever increase in output 
they can." 

Mr. Yamani was quoted as say- 
ing the increase in British oil out- 


put was “contrary to our exp- 
ectations. since we had earlier 
been given to understand that a 
reduction in output might be in 
prospect." 

He met British Energy Sec- 
retary Peter Walker in London in 
December shortly after the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries {OPEC} conference in 
Geneva. 

Mr. Yamani was quoted as say- 
ing that if an increase in the OPEC 
ceiling proved necessary iater in 
the year, it could best be acc- 
omplished by an across-the-board 
percentage output increase, lea- 
ving intact the basic relative mar- 
ket shares as determined in the 
OPECs March 1983 London 


agreement. 

It might allow some special tre- 
atment for Nigeria “if the member 
countries can agree on that." 

The London agreement set an 
output ceiling of 17.5 million bar- 
rels a day on OPEC production 
and set the market price for crude 
oil at $29 a barrel. 

The newsletter said Mr. Yamani 
suggested the topic might not be 
discussed at the regular OPEC 
conference scheduled for Vienna 
on July 10. but might be left to an 
extraordinary conference "some 
lime before the fourth quarter." 

Asked about calls by producers 
of light crude oils such as Abu 
Dhabi and Qatar for a re- 
alignment of differentials. Mr. 
Yamani said any such re- 
alignment would have to be for ail 
crudes and would require both a 
reduction in the price of Arabian 
light and a small increase in the 
price of the heavier crudes.

“We cannot accept raising the 
price of heavy without correcting 
the price of the lighter crudes." he 
said. 

Mr. Yamani was quoted as say- 
ing Saudi oil production averaged 
4.025.1 12 barrels per dav (BPD) 
in February and 4.460.991 BPD 
in March. 

In March and April, some sales 
were made from Saudi Arabian 
floating reserves and these vol- 
umes had been added to the pro- 
duction figures, he said. 


War risk premium raised for ships using Kharg 


LONDON (R) — War risk ins- 
urance premiums on ships sailing 
to two Iranian Gulf ports have 
been increased for the second time 
in a week, marine insurance bro- 
kers said Monday. 

The increase followed reports 
of missile attacks on three oil tan- 
kers in the area, marking a new 
upsurge in the war at sea between 
Iran and Iraq. 

Shipping sources reported that 
the Panamanian-registered Esp- 
eranza 2 and the Iranian- 
registered Tabriz were on fire 
south of Iran’s main termial of 
Kharg Island, in an area where 


rescue teams are fighting a blaze 
on board the Saudi oil tanker Al 
A hood, which was hit by a missile 
a week ago. 

The Kuwait News Agency 
KUNA said that the 18.01 2-ton 
Kuwaiti tanker Basrah was hit 
Monday by missiles from an uni- 
dentified plane, causing damage 
to the starboard side. 

Iraq said in a war communique 
that it had attacked “two large 
neaval targets" south of Kharg 
Sunday night. 

The London brokers said that 
war risk insurance premiums had 
been increased to three per cent 


with immediate effect for all ves- 
sels using Kharg nr Bushire. 

War risk premiums for ships 
using the two pons were doubled 
to two percent from one percent 
Iasi week, after a missile attack on 
the 1 l?.7I0-ion Al Ahood in the 
Gulf. 

The brokers said that insurance 
premiums had also becn increased 
on ships going to Gulf ports exc- 
luding Iran and Iraq to 0.075 per 
cent from a previous 0.0375 per 
cent. 

Six tankers have now been hit 
by missiles after loading at Iranian 
pons in the last three weeks. 


Iran has on previous occasions 
offered concessionary insurance 
rates . to encourage tankers to 
visit its pons, but shipping sources 
said the attacks would deter an 
increasing number of tanker own- 
ers and operators from visiting 
Iranian pons. 

Some 50 ships, including about 
20 tankers, pass in and out of the 
Gulf each day through the Strait of 
Hormuz carrying one-sixth ot the 
Western World's oil imports. 

London insurance brokers war- 
ned last November that insurance 
premiums on ships sailing to the 
Gulf would soar if an oil tanker 
were to be attacked. 


U.K. team 
seeks more 
trade with 
Turkey 

ISTANBUL (R) — The London 
Chamber of Commerce has sent a 
big delegation ro Turkey in an eff- 
Yirt t©-boo* wha*4ryteader Tue- 
sday called a disappointing level of 
trade between Britain and Tur- 
key. 

The 40-man mission. Britain’s 
first trade delegation to Turkey in 
10 years, arrived in Istanbul on 
Sunday. 

“We are here to sell and seek 
markets." its leader. Sir David 
Steel, told a press conference. 

Turkey exported £184 million 
(S255 million) worth 6f goods to 
Britain in 1983 and imported 
£240 million ($330 million) worth 
of British goods, he said. 

The delegation includes rep- 
resentatives of consultant eng- 
ineering firms, who said they 
hoped to co-operate in Turkey’s 
rapidly-growing construction bus- 
iness in the Middle East and North 
Africa. 


EC to debate lead-in-petrol issue 


BRUSSELS (R) — A divided 
European commission isdue to try 
once again Wednesday to reach 
agreement on proposals to ban 
lead in petrol. 

A ban. environmentalists agree, 
would reduce emissions that harm 
human health and produce acid 
rain largely responsible for dec- 
imating foiesis r -Bul worry about 
harming the community’s ailing 
car industry has blocked progress 
on the ban. 

European Community env- 
ironment ministers last year set an 
April 15 deadline for the com- 
mission to finalise its proposals, 
but the 14-man body has rep- 
eatedly failed to agree on a draft. 

Environment Commissioner 
Karl Heinz Narjes has been pus- 
hing the West German gov- 
ernment view that the Community 
should take a hard line in pre- 
venting further damage to nature 
and people, one official said. 

Mr. Narjes. a West German, 
wants high United States and Jap- 
anese environmental standards 
adopted in the Community but has 
come up against stiff oppositioon 
from Industry Commisioner Eti- 
enne Davignon. The Belgian 
wants to limit the likely damage to 


a vulnerable motor industry just 
emerging from recession. 

Strict, costly new innovations 
could be especially harmful to Ita- 
lian and French car makers mainly 
turning out small and medium- 
sized ears at lower profit margins, 
officials said. 

West German Inferior Minister 
Friedrich Zimmcrmamt-has thr- 
eatened that if there is no Com- 
munity accord. Bonn would uni- 
laterally slash levels of leaJ and 
other toxic substances in vehicle 
exhaust gases by up to 90 per cent 
starling in 1986. 

Scientists say lead in petrol may 
affect the intelligence of young 
children. Officials here picture the 
commission as unanimous in wan- 
ting lead levels reduced as soon as 
possible. 

But to do this, cars would have 
to be fitted with so-called cat- 
alysers. converters which only 
work with lead-free petrol and 
raise the cost of a car by about 
$600, they said. 

Mr. Davignon calls it unfair in 
impose this cost on Europe’s car 
industry now and argues it may 
well not be justified by the con- 
verters’ marginal benefits in cut- 
ting air pollution. 


Instead he favours a two-phase 
system to lower exhaust emissions 
by about 40 per cent by 1 992 and 
to let the industry seek alt- 
ernatives to the catalvser. they 
said, adding that this idea would 
be more acceptable to a large 
majority of the ten. 

France also opposes Bonn’s 
plans for lough emission standards 
for lead-free petrol, arguing U.S. 
rales could badly harm France's 
car makers while research could 
produce new ways incut pollution 
while keeping Europe's car mak- 
ers competitive. 

One commission olficial warns 
that European car makers would 
seek protection against Japanese 
cars, already with catalysers for 
domestic use. starting a new round 
of trade wrangles.

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COLOMBO (R)— The Sri Lankan government said 
Tuesday there was no evidence that Tamil separatist 
guerrillas had freed a kidnapped American couple 
and urged the abductors to prove they were still 
alive. 


“The time has come to let us at 
least bear the voices of the cou- 
ple," National Security Minister 
Laiiih Athulathmudali told rep- 


orters. 

“The world must be assured 
that they are alive.” 

Stanley and Mary Allen of Col- 
ombus. Ohio, were seized at gun- 
point last Thursday from their 
home in the northern district of 
Jaffna by a group calling itself ihe 
People's Liberation Army(PLA). 

The guerrillas set a deadline 
Monday to kill the couple unless 
the government freed 20 jailed 
comrades and handed over *a 
50-million rupee (S2 million) ran- 
som in gotd. 

But shortly after the 6 p.ra. dea- 
dline expired Monday night the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) news 
agency reported from the sou- 
thern Indian city of Madras that 
Tamil separatist group had ord- 
ered the guerrillas to free the All- 
ens. 

•* We have not found them yeL" 


Mr. Athulathmudali said. “The 
indications are that they have not 
been freed." 

The minister said that if the All- 
ens had been taken to southern 
India and the kidnappers wanted 
to free them in Sri Lanka, he could 
arrange safe conduct through a 
surveillance zone set up around 
the island's northern coast. 

“We are prepared to accept the 
couple even on a naval boat," the 
minister said. 

“If they still have any dif- 
ficulties. I will arrange for a civ- 
ilian to go and collect the couple 
from wherever the abductors 


want.” 

Mr. Athulathmudali said an air- 
craft was standing by to pick up 
the Allens and a team of doctors 
and nurses were ready to give any 
assistance. 

“We are not going to trap the 
abductors." the minister said, ref- 
erring to a statement made in 
Madras by a spokesman for the 
separatists. 


The spokesman for the Eelam 
People’s Liberation Front 
(EPRLF) told Reuters: “We will 
release them under any cir- 
cumstances except in the event the 
kidnappers are trapped by the 
security forces." 

Mr. Athulathmudali said Mon- 
day night the government had not 
agreed to the ransom demands — 
the release from prison of 20 peo- 
ple and 50 million rupees ($2 mil- 
lion) in gold. 

He also said two of the 20 peo- 
ple named by the kidnappers had 
been released earlier while two 
others had never been arrested. 

The remaining 16 did not want 
to leave prison “ under the present 
circumstances," the minister 
added. Three of them have pub- 
licly appealed to the kidnappers to 
release the Allens, saying they did 
not want innocent people to be 
harmed on their account. 


Moscow takes tough stance on missiles 


MOSCOW (R) — The Kremlin's 
announcement that it will deploy 
more nuclear missiles in East 
Germany is fresh evidence of a 
tough new foreign policy already 
demonstrated by the Soviet Oly- 
mpic boycott, diplomats said Tue- 
sday. 

Moscow said Monday night it 
was increasing the number of 
German-based missiles aimed at 
West Europe as a counter to the 
continuing deployment of 
medium-range U.S. nuclear mis- 
siles by NATO states. 

The Kremlin first announced 
deployment of "tractica! ope- 
rational" weapons in East Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia last 
January after NATO began pos- 
itioning its new missilis. 

Western diplomats said the lat- 
est statement added no new inf- 
ormation because Moscow never 
revealed the number of weapons 
deployed. The statement's sig- 
nificance lay in its liming. 

“This appears to be a reflection 
of the general mood.” one dip- 
lomat daid. " It fits clearly into the 
pattern of events over the past two 
weeks". 

Most dramatic among these was 
the announcement that Moscow 
would stay away from the Los 
Angeles Olympics, a move fol- 
lowed by a general boycott by 
most Soviet allies. 

The announcement of the Oly- 
mpic boycott has been acc- 
ompanied by arcturn to bitter per- 
sonal attacks on President Rea- 
gan. dropped in the initial period 
after Mr. Konstantin Chemnnlrr. 


succeeded Yuri Andropov as 
Communist Party chief in Feb- 
ruary. 

State Sports Chief Marat Gra- 
nt ov Monday pinned full blame 
for the boycott on the U.S. pre- 
sident, who is reviled by Moscow 
as a dangerous warmonger. 

“Our non-participation is on 
the conscience of the Reagan adm- 
inistration, which during the 
whole period of preparations did 
everything possible to thwart our 
participation” he said. 

A further sign of the more agg- 
ressive Soviet stance was the abr- 
upt cancellation last week of a trip 
to China by First Deputy Premier 
Ivan Arkhipov, 

The visit, called off hours before 
Mr. Arkhipov was due to leave, 
had been seen as an important 
step on the path towards imp- 
roving relations between the est- 
ranged Communist slates. 

Mr. Arkhipov would have been 
the highest ranking Soviet visitor 
to China for 15 years. 

Moscow has not given its rea- 
sons. but diplomats said the Kre- 
mlin appeared to want to signal 
that it was losing patience with 
Peking following Mr. Reagan's 
trip there late last month. 

Diplomats said the first sign of l 
tougher Soviet policy came late 
last month with the opening of a 
major offensive in Afghanistan 
that included high-altitude bom- 
bine. 

The diplomats say the Soviet 
actions add up to evidence of a 
decision in the Kremlin to adopt a 
more assertive posture across the 


whole field of foreign relations 
and particularly in dealings with 
ihe United States. 

Diplomats said it now appeared 
that hardliners in the ruling pol- 
itburo had won the day and Lhat 
the Kremlin had decided to get 
tough. 

Opinions differed among the 
diplomats on whether Moscow’s 
aim now was to impose further 
pressure on the Reagan adm- 
inistration in election year or 
whether it had made a long-term 
shift in strategy. 

Commenting on the latest mis- 
sile announcement, some dip- 
lomats said it also appeared timed 
to contribute to the growing public 
debate in the Netherlands and 
Belgium on the planned stationing 
of U.S. cruise missiles there under 
NATO's West European dep- 
loyment plan for the weapons. 

They said Moscow had clearly 
not given up hope that public pro- 
test could dtop deployment, par- 
ticularly in the Netherlands.

At its annual meeting in 
Stockholm, the International 
Bridge Press Association an- 
nounced that its Charles 
Goren Award for "Bridge 
Personality of the Year” had 
been bestowed on Oswald 
Jacoby. Earlier this year, 
Jacoby announced that, after 
more than 50 years of tourna- 
ment bridge (he turned 82 
this year), he was retiring 
from the competitive game. 

As player, writer and 
theorist, Jacoby contributed 
greatly to the game. And he 
holds one record that will 
never be equaled — he won 
his first auction bridge crown 
after he was already a na- 
tional champion at contract. 
There is almost no honor in 
the game that he. has not 


ed the hand on a double 
squeeze — and his opponents 
conceded! 

Let’s see how the play 
would have proceeded as the 
cards lie. Assume West shifts 
to a diamond at trick two. 
Declarer wins, draws three 
rounds of trumps, cashes the 
king of diamonds, and ruffs a 
diamond. Declarer simply 
runs all his trumps. West 
must keep a heart to guard 
against dummy's queen, and 
East must keep a diamond to 
protect that suit. Thus, 
neither defender can keep 
more than two clubs, so the 
ace and king will drop the 
queen and declarer's jack 
becomes the fulfilling trick. 

What if West has the dia- 
mond guard? Then he will 
have to keep a guard in each 
red suit, and he will be 
unable to hold more than one 
club. In the end position, 
declarer will be able to lead a 
club to the ace and take a 
proven finesse against the 
queen if it has not already 
appeared. 

There have been other 
winners of the Goren Award’ 
who have done much for the 
game. But none deserves it 
more than Ozzie! 


PEKING (R) — China will press 
efforts to improve relations with 
Washington and Moscow but will 
never try to play off one sup- 
erpower against the other. Pre- 
mier Zhao Ziyang said Tuesday.

“China is in favour of improved 
relations between East and West 
Europe and the removal of the 
acute confrontation between the 
two military blocs.” 

Although China opposed the 
hegemonist (expansionist) beh- 
aviour of the superpowers, it 
would not refrain from seeking to - 
improve relations with them, he 
said. 

But neither would Peking aba- ■ 
ndon its anti-hegemonist stand 
because of a desire for better ties, 
‘•nor will it try to improve its rel- 
a dons with one of them at the exp- 
ense of the other," he added. 

Mr. Zhao told delegates to the 
National People’s Congress ; 
(NPC). which opened its 1 984 ses- , 
sion Tuesday, that while China 
attached importance to expanding 
Sino-U-S. exchanges, the issue of 
American aid to Taiwan remained 
an obstacle. 

He noted that President Reagan 
said during his recent visit to Pek- 
ing that Washington would live up 
to pledges included in the three 
Sino-U.S. communiques on this 
vexed question. 

"We appreciate this and expect 
the U.S. government to take eff- 
ective measures to honour its 
commitment," he said.

Marcos predicts solid election win

WASHINGTON (R) — Phi- 
lippines President Fredinand 
Marcos said Tuesday his ruling 
party would win a solid victory 
when the votes in Monday's ele- 
ctions are counted despite what he 
called “an undercurrent of dis- 
content." 

He said in interviews with all 
three major American television 
networks that the ruling New Soc- 
iety Movement would win about 
1 40 of the 1 83 seats in parliament 
despite opposition claims to sur- 
prising gains. 

Figures from a citizens wat- 
chdog group in Manila showed the 
opposition UNIDO party and 
independents were leading in 90 
of 154 assembly seats for which 
trends were available. 

“We have won a preponderant 
majority in the National Ass- 
embly." Mr. Marcos said. 


He conceded that the opp- 
osition had won in many of the 
country's major cities, including 
Manila, “but in tbe countryside we 
have won.” 


Mr. Marcos said opposition 
gains came on “ an undercurrent of 
discontent because of the eco- 
nomy.” 


The president said his weak 
showing in urban centres was par- 
tly the result of his unfavourable 
treatment by Western media since 
the. murder of opposition leader 
Benigno Aquino last year when 
he returned to Manila from exile 
in the United States. 


Mr. Marcos said the voters bel- 
ieved he was not involved in the 
killing “or else we would have lost 
in the whole country.” 

Last week, Mr. Marcos pre- 
dicted the opposition would win 


only 20 or 30 seats. In Manila, the 
early trends surprised even opp- 
osition supporters. 

Opposition leader Salvador 
Laurel told Renters that “the 
trend is very clear. The people 
have voted the opposition. It was a 
vote of anger and outrage against 
Marcos. They are fed up with his 
abuses, corruption and the killing 
of Aquino." 

Mr. Laurel charged that Mr. 
Marcos was planning “something 
evil” 10 thwart the poll results. 

Mr. Marcos said on television 
Tuesday: “We have said we will 
have free and open elections. We 
have presented this to the world. 
Of course there will be protests.” 


But he dismissed a suggestion 
that he would annul an unf- 
avourable election result by dec- 
ree.

Released British captives return home 


vote count 
at standstill 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) 
— The vote count in Panama’s 
first direct presidential election in 
16 years was at a standstill Mon- 
day, eight days after the balloting, 
and demonstrators took to the str- 


eets in protest. 

Opposition leaders accused the 
U.S. jState Department of fav- 
ouring the government candidate. 
Nicolas Ardito-Barletta. 

Arnulfo Arias Madrid, 82. the 
opposition candidate elected pre- 
sident three times before and dep- 
osed each time by the military, 
told thousands of supporters at an 
outdoor rally Sunday that he was 
considering calling a general str- 
ike. 

But spokesman for Mr. Arias 
said 'Monday there were no firm 
plans for a strike call. 

The National Tabulation 
Board, which supervised the bal- 
loting and was to count the votes, 
called a halt to the count Friday 
and voted to toss the entire pro- 
blem to the Supreme Election 
Tribunal. 

In a letter to the tribunal, the 
board, which has become par- 
alysed by disputes among mem- 
bers representing the various pol- 
itical factions, said the situation 
“was out of hand." 

Later Monday afternoon, two 
large filing cabinets containing the 
tallies were loaded into two arm- 
oured cars at the legislative Palace 
and driven under heavily armed 
escort to the tribunal office. 

Mr. Ardito-Barletta, 45, a for- 
mer vice president of the World 
Bank was supported in his can- 
didacy by the government and the 
military, which has held the real 
power in Panama since ousting 
Mr. Arias in a 1968 coup 1 1 days 
after he took office. 


LONDON (R) — Sixteen Britons 
and one Portuguese arrived in Bri- 
tain Tuesday after being freed by 
Angolan guerrillas who held them 
prisoner for two months. 

“It’s just magic to be back,” said 
one. The 16 Britons, and the Por- 
tuguese wife of one of them, flew 
into London’s Heathrow Airport 
on a British Airways flight from 
Johannesburg on the final leg of 
their journey to freedom. 

They were freed after Britain 
agreed to send a senior diplomat 
to Angola to meet guerrilla leader 
Jonas Savimbi. 

The diplomat. Sir John Leahy, 
led the breed captives from the 
plane. He said “they have been 
through a terrible ordeal, but 
come out with their heads high 
and their morale good." 

Mr. Savimbfs anti-government 


UNITA guerrillas seized the Bri- 
tons in Kafunfo in Angola's nor- 
theast mining area on February 
23. The captives walked for more 
than a month through SQ0 kil- 
ometres of Angolan bush. 

One Briton, Bill Morgan, des- 
cribed their captors as "mar- 
vellous” and said they had been 
well treated during their 79 days’- 
in rebel hands. 

The Britons said they had sig- 
ned declarations that they would 
not return t o Angola while-t be civil 
war continued. 

One of the Britons, Graham 
PopplewelL said“l doubt whether 
any of us will ever go back. Mr. 
Savimbi told us when we had a 
meeting with him that if anyone 
did return and got caught again by 
UNITA their treatment would be 
significantly different." 


' His wife Vera said: “It was quite 
an experience beign the only 
woman in the group. 1 learnt a lot 
of bad language but we all got on - 
famously. 

“The lads worried about me all 
the time and treated me like a 
baby. They were concerned about 
me on the walk but I think I was a 
lot finer than some of them.” 

The Britons went off to various 
hotels for reunions with their fam- 
ilies. 

Several other foreign hostages 
have been released by UNITA in 
recent weeks, but the Britons said 
20 captured Czechoslovaks and a ' 
Yugoslav had been left behind at 
the UNITA camp of Jamba in the 
southern Angolan bush. 

UNITA has been fighting a gue- 
rrilla war since 1975 against the 
Marxist government ia Luanda. 


Hart seeks another boost in primaries 


WASHINGTON (R) — Primary 
elections Tuesday in Nebraska 
and Oregon could give Gary Hart' 
another boost in his uphill struggle 
to snatch the Democratic pre- 
sidential nomination from Walter 
Mondale. 

Sen. Hart, mounting a dramatic 
drive against the 'former vice- 
president in the waning weeks of 
the primary season, is heavily fav- 
oured to win in Oregon and app- 
ears ahead in Nebraska as weO. 

Polls close at 9 p.m. (0100 GMT 
Wednesday) in Nebraska and 1 1 
p.m. (0300 GMT Wednesday) in 
Oregon. 

Although the immediate stakes 
are small in Tuesday’s balloting, 
the two states — Oregon in the 
non h west and Nebraska in the 
midwest — are important to Sen. 
Hart's strategy of building strong 
momentum in advance of an all- 
im porta m final round of five pri- 
maries on June 5. 

The Nebraska ballot will decide 


24 of the 3,933 delegates to the 
Democratic presidential nom- 
inating convention in July, while 
43 are at stake in Oregon. 

By unofficial estimates. Mr. 
Mondale had 1,501 of the 1,967 
delegates needed for nomination 
before Tuesday’s votes. Sen. Hart 
had 899 and black leader Jesse 
Jackson 297. while 334 were unc- 
ommitted and 58 were pledged to 
other contenders. 

Sen. Hart scored major upsets 
over Mr. Mondale in Ohio and 
Indiana Iasi Tuesday, just in time 
to stop the former vice-president 
from virtually locking up the nom- 
ination. 

While the odds against Sen. 
Hart remain high, the Colorado 
senator's goal now is to stop Mr. 
Mondale short of the needed 
1.967 delegates by demolishing 
him in the few remaining primaries 
and then forcing a showdown at 
the July party convention in San 
Francisco. 


Only a minor party caucus vote 
in Idaho on May 24 stands bet- 
ween Tuesday’s ballots and the 
June 5 grand finale worth 486 del- 
egates: California (306), New Jer- 
sey (107), New Mexico (23), 
South Dakota (15) and West Vir- 
giua (35). 

Mr. Mondale has virtually wri- 
tten off the Nebraska and Oregon 
primaries, focussing , instead on 
California and New Jersey in a 
drive to win at least one of the two 
big prizes remaining. 

But Sen. Hart returned to Neb- 
raska Monday for last-minute pit- 
ches to the voters. 

In recent survey of Nebraska 
voters showed him leading Mr. 
Mondale by only 39-34 per cent, 
even though Mr. Mondale has 
spent almost no time there. The 
rest of the vote was scattered. 

An Oregon survey by the Ore- 
gonian newspaper had Sen. Han 
comfortably ahead of Mr. Mon- 
dale by 49-28 per cent. 



New York Lottery 
winners found 


LONDON (AP) — Britain will 
put 4,000 more combat troops in 
West Germany and make more 
warships and planes available to 
NATO to meet the "steady inc- 
rease” in Soviet military cap- 
ability.- Defence Secretary Mic- 
hael Heseltine said Monday. 

He also outlined plans to str- 
eamline Britain’s Armed Forces in 
a government white paper policy 
document ou defence. The paper 
will be debated in the House of 
Commons but is virtually assured 
passage because of tbe ruling Con- 
servative Party's huge majority. 

The major plans disclosed by 
Mr. Heseltine included: 

— Boosting the number of 
Royal Air Force combat planes by 
1 5 per cent over the decade, mai- 
nly by adding eight squadrons of 
new Tornado all-weather strike 
planes capable of carrying nuclear 
weapons wbich are built by Bri- 
tain, West Germany and Italy. 

— Modernising air defences; 
with new missiles, forming a new 
air defence regiment and upg- 
rading Nimrod Airborne Early 
Warning Planes with new radar 
and avionics. 

— Forming a new tank regiment 
to be based with the 55,000 strong 
British army of the Rhine. 

— Maintaining eight m. 
warships due to be mothballed by 
1986, primarily to defend the eas- 
tern Atlantic and English Channel 
against the growing Soviet sub- 
marine threat. 


NEWYORK (R) — A machinist / 
a hospital maid and a manicurist 
quit their jobs Monday after dis- 
covering they were three of the * 
four instant millionaires created at 
the weekend in the biggest lottery 
ever held in North America. Mac- 
hinist Jesse Maneti. 46. who had 
picked the same numbers in every 
lottery since 1978. Weonta Fit- 
zgerald. a 64-year-old maid with 
nine children and 15- gra- 
ndchildren. and manicurist Aug- 
usta Dibenedetto. 44. each won 
$5 5 million in the $22.1 million 
New York State Lottery. They will 
receive the money spread over the 
next -21 years. A hunt was still on 
for the fourth winner. Mr. Maneti, 
who lives outside Rochester. New 
York, said he chose the numbers . 
once "and just kept playing them 1 
because it was easier than coming 
up with a new set each week." 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, who worked at a 
hospital in Kingston. New York, 
said she quit to spend more time at 
home. "I never had so much love 
before." she said, adding lhat her 
grandchildren were asking for new 
bicycles.

U.S. reviewing fighter plane export policy

WASHINGTON — The United 
States may scrap its unsuccessful 
policy of trying to sell specially 
built,, less advanced warplanes to 
its Third World allies and offer 
them first-line fighters instead. 
Defence Department officials say. 

Singapore is the only nation 
which has agreed so far to buy eit- 
her the Northrop F-20 or the 
General Dynamics F-16/79 lhat 
were developed under President 
Jimmy Carter for export to fri- 
endly countries in areas where 
Washington did not want to int- 
roduce the most sophisticated 
U.S. armaments. 

Other nations in the market for 
new fighters have preferred the 
more advanced models being 
flown by U.S. forces, such as the 
F-I5. F-16 and F-1H. 

Officials said a review being 
conducted by the State and Def- 
ence Departments would include 
the effect of such a change on 
China, which they conceded might 
feel insecure if it is surrounded by 
anti-Communist countries such as 
South Korea and Thailand armed 
with F-16s. one of the world's 
most advanced planes and the 


U.S. Air Force’s chief fighter into 
the 1990s. 

The effort to sell Third World 
allies a less advanced plane — cal- 
led FX “fighter export" — was 
intended not only to control the 
spread of modern fighters but also 
to provide these countries with an 
aircraft that was cheaper and eas- 
ier to maintain. 

The programme was continued 
by the Reagan administration 
after it took office in 1981. 

In anticipation of foreign sales, 
the Northrop Corporation look 
the unusual step of developing an 
export fighter on its own, with no 
Pentagon financing or guaranteed 
sales. 

The plane it developed at a cost 
of some $300 million was the 
F-5G. a greatly improved version 
of its F-5. which it had sold widely 
overseas. It now calls this plane 
the F-20. 

General Dynamics developed 
the F-16/79. patterned after its 
F-l 6s being purchased by the U.S. 
Air Force but fitted with less adv- 
anced electronics and a less pow- 
erful engine. 

But only Singapore has agreed 
to buy the General Dynamics 
plane and Northrop has yet to 


make its first sale of the F-20. 

Several Third World countries 
have rejected both planes and 
their prospects do not seem bright, 
defence officials said. 


Mr. Richard Armitage, Ass- 
istant Secretary of Defence for 
International Security Affairs, 
told Congress recently that Tha- 
iland, Indonesia and tbe Phi- 
lippines all had expressed a pre- 
ference for the F-l 6a over the FX. 


He told two Senate sub- 
committees that these countries 
wanted the more advanced plane 
in part because of what they saw as 
an increased Soviet and Vie- 
tnamese threat in the region. 

Other officials said another rea- 
son for their preference was a rel- 
uctance to buy what they saw as a 
"second rate" plane built by U.S. 
firms but not bought or flown by 
U.S. forces. 


The Pentagon also had hoped to 
sell FXs to Turkey, Egypt. Saudi 
Arabia. Jordan,. Malaysia, Bah- 
rain and Oman as well as some 
Latin American countries. 

But those who boughL new U.S, 
fighters chose the first-line F-l 5, 
F-16 or F-l 8, defence officials 
said. 


Mr. Armitage said FX sales 
would strengthen the U.S. aircraft 
industry by bringing Northrop 
into the building of fighters and 
increasing the production capacity 
of General Dynamics. 

the other hand, he said, 
first-line U.S. fighters in the hands 
of Third World allies would be a 
step towards weapons sta- 
ndardisation and would improve 
their ability to fight alongside the 
United States if the need arose. 

With more F-l 6a fighters being 
built, moreover, the overall price 
would drop through the eco- 
nomies of mass production and 
produce a savings for the Pen- 
tagon. 

The F-l 6s now cost about $13 
million each. 

Mr. Armitage said selling F-l 6s j 
to the Third World would have no 
effect on U.S. Air Force needs 
because the new buyers would' 
have to get in line for their planes, 
waiting their turn along with the | 
Air Force and other allies. i 

In any case, he added, dev- 
eloping nations would need sev- 
eral years of training before their 
mechanics would be able to mai- 
ntain these advanced fighters. 


SANFRANCISCO (R) — Elec- 
tronics expert James Harper was 
Monday sentenced to life imp- 
risonment here for selling Ame- 
rican missile secrets to Poland. 
Federal judge Samuel Conti told a 
packed courtroom: “You were a 
traitor to your country who com- 
mitted the crime not for any pol- 
itical reason, but for greed." Mr. 
Harper, 50. was alleged in a U.S. 
government affidavit to have rec- 
eived more than $250,000 for inf- 
ormation on the Minutcman Int- 
ercontinental Missile and missile 
research programmes. 


Court denies 
Rev. Moon’s appeal 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
supreme court Monday refused to 
review the tax fraud conviction of 
Rev. Sun Myung Moon, founder 
and leader of the worldwide Uni- 
fication Church, clearing the way 
for his imprisonment. Rev. Moon, 
born in South Korea, was con- 
victed in 1982 of tax fraud, obs- 
truction of justice and false sta- 
tement charges. He was sentenced 
to 18 months in prison and fined 
$25,000. He has been free pen- 
ding the outcome of his appeals. 
The jury at his trial found that 
Rev. Moon had failed to report 
'more than $100,000 in interest 
earned on more than SI -7 million 
deposited in accounts in his name. 
The Reagan administration had 
urged the court not to review the 
conviction despite unusually int- 
ense lobbying by various religious 
and civil liberties organisations 
which contended the case raised 
fundamental issues of religious 
freedoms worthy of high court 
consideration. The supreme court 
rejected his appeal without com- 
ment.
